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MUCH DIFFICULTY FOUND 
REPORTS OF LONDON LLOYDS 


Documents Filed with the Illinois De- 
partment Are Not Satisfactory 
to the Superintendent 





Representatives of London Lloyds 
and other Lloyds doing business in II- 
linois, are having considerable difficulty 
in meeting the requirements of the 
Illinois statute governing inter-insurers 
and Lloyds doing the business of fire 
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insurance, with reference to the an- 





nual statements required by the in- 
surance department to be filed by these 
Lloyds concerns. 

The department has sent to all 
Lloyds licensed by the department to 
do a fire business in Illinois a copy of 
the blank form of statement used by 
stock fire corporations with a request 
to make the same kind of a report as is 
made by the corporations transacting 
the business of fire insurance in the 
state. 

Difficulty for London Lloyds 

American Lloyds of all kinds have 
had no difficulty in meeting the de- 
partment requirements, which are 
based upon the law, inasmuch as all 
their business is transacted in this 
country, and they have ample oppor- 
tunity to fulfil the requirements of the 
law. London Lloyds, however, have 
simply sent in a statement showing 
the business transacted in Illinois, 
which is not such a statement as is re- 
quired by the act governing them. The 
department will require a statement to 
be made up, either in Chicago, or at 
the main office of each group of Lloyds, 
showing the entire business done by 
each licensed group. 

Section of the Law 

Part of Section 4 of the act gov- 
erning Lloyds and inter-insurers, which 
section, however, refers to Lloyds 
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only, is as follows: 
“Every association, partnership, in- 





dividual or aggregation of individuals so 
assuming liability upon property not 
owned by its members, shall, so far as 
the same is applicable to the business 
transacted, be subject to the same re- 
quirements, fees and taxes, except as to 
capital stock and depqsits, as are by law 
imposed upon corporations engaged in 
the same or similar business in this 
state.” 

One of the requirements made of stock 
corporations is that they file with the de- 
partment an annual statement giving 
such information as is required by law 
and the practice of the department.

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AMERICAN UNION FAILS 


RECEIVER BEEN APPOINTED 





Remarkable Career of a Company that 
Was Started Two Years Ago 
With $500,000 Capital 





The collapse of the American Union 
Fire of Philadelphia, resulting in the 
appointment of a receiver this week, is 
probably the worst failure of the kind 
since the Ohio German Fire went to 
the boneyard. The Pennsylvania and 
New York departments made a joint 
examination of the company and found 
that it was in very bad shape, all the 
capital and surplus being wiped out 
and the reserve being impaired some- 
thing like $200,000. This amount was 
necessary to be raised to effect rein- 
surance. The directors had practically 
subscribed this sum Monday when a 
disagreement among them arose and 
it was all off. The insurance depart- 
ments had allowed the company about 
ten days to try to get reinsurance. Two 
offers were made, one from the Globe 
& Rutgers, being on a sliding scale 
netting the American Union about 27% 
percent. The directors secretly applied 
for a receiver without consulting the 
insurance departments and this has 
called forth very harsh criticism from 
the insurance commissioners, especially 
after several days had been allowed by 
the commissioners to the company to 
try to get reinsurance. 

Stone oa Tour Abroad 

The fact that President James F. 
Stone went abroad after the examina- 
tion was announced has raised many 
ugly rumors, but the best information 
obtainable is that he has not personally 
profited in any way. It is thought 
that he simply became panic stricken 
and did not have nerve enough to face 
the “music.” The directors state that 
he grossly misrepresented the condi- 
tion to them and that false reports 
were made to the insurance depart- 
ments under oath. The directors talk 
about vigorous action against Mr. 
Stone, but nothing definite has been 
announced. He is now in London. The 
directors deposed Mr. Stone and elected 
Wm. H. Bilyeou, vice-president of the 
Northern National Bank of Philadel- 
phia, as president. He is also presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia Knitting 
Mills. R. G. Oellers was retired as 
secretary and Henry E. Prizer, presi- 
dent of the Wm. E. Mann Company 
of Philadelphia, was chosen secretary. 

The annual statement of the company 
filed with the insurance departments as 
of Dec. 31 last, showed capital $500,-

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GILBERT’S FIRST TALK 


EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY TOPIC 


Dean of Chicago Liability Men Speaks 


on Origin and Develop- 
ment of Business 


George A. Gilbert, resident manager 
of the Employers’ Liability at Chicago, 
spoke before the Fire Insurance Club 

uesday evening on the subject of em- 
ployers’ liability insurance, its origin 
and development. Mr. Gilbert is the 
oldest liability man in Chicago and as 
an agent of the oldest liability com- 
pany introduced this form of insurance 
in the west. He has always been a 
good student of the business and is 
well qualified to deliver the series of 
addresses on casualty insurance that 
are scheduled for the next few months 
before the insurance club. On_his 
theme Tuesday evening Mr. Gilbert 
said in part: 

Came Without Evolution 

Many, indeed, nearly all, present forms 
of insurance have had gradual develop- 
ment. Not so with employers’ liability. 
It came. without evolution. Prior to Dec. 
31, 1880, there was no need for it. The 
next day it became a necessity. 

That employers’ liability insurance has 
undergone changes, modifications and am- 
plifications is true. It would not have 
been otherwise for industrial conditions 
which lead up to it have adjusted them- 
Selves to suit time and place. 

Industrial Era Cause 

During the last thirty years of the 
nineteenth century, the English speak- 
ing nations devoted their energies as 
never before to commercial activities. 
Labor, skilled and unskilled, readily 
found employment. Manufacturing, on 
lines of magnitude never before at- 
tempted, called for large bodies of em- 
ployes in the service of one employer. 
The relationships that had existed be- 
tween master and men, when but few 
persons served one employer, became un- 
avoidably less intimate. It became neces- 
sary to handle details largely by the aid 
of superintendents and foremen. The

serious and fatal accidents. Prior to this 
suits against the employer for damages 
on account of persona! accidental injuries 
were rarely brought and seldom resulted 
in the employes’ favor, chiefly because 
of the doctrines of assumed risk, fellow 
servant and contributory negligence. 
Employers’ Liability Act 

Attempting to modify existing condi- 
tions the British parliament enacted in 
1880 a statute affecting not all, but a 
large pre ortion of employments involv- 
ing a high or at least substantial degree 
of hazard to the workman. By the law 
the employer was | tego deprived of 
the three main defenses and the injured 
employe and his dependents were limited 
in the amount recoverable. 

The increased financial risk attending 
any business to which the employers’ lia- 
bility act applied called for such pro- 
tection as could be provided in no other 
wey than by insurance. A _ corporation 
for that purpose was promptly organized 
and at once enjoyed a strong patronage. 
It undertook not only to indemnify the 
employer against the loss he sustained 
through the ability imposed upon him 
but to furnish the investigators, ad- 
justers and attorneys necessary for the 
proper investigation of accidents, ad- 
justments of claims and defense of suits. 
This service is recognized to have value 
nearly equal to the amounts paid for 
injuries. 

Introduced in America 

In the year 1886 this class of insur- 
ance was _ introduced into the United 
States and for nearly three years was 
written by but one stock company. In 
all our states the common law defenses 
prevailed until Alabama’s employers’ lia- 
ollity act became law in 1888. Under it 
the injured employe or the dependent heirs 
of a deceased injured employe were en- 
abled to prosecute suits for amounts not 
exceeding $2,000 in any case, without be- 
ing confranted with the defenses of 
“fellow servant” and “assumed risk.” 
That of “contributory negligence” was 
made a matter for the jury. Indiana, 
Massachusetts and Colorado enacted sim- 
ilar laws during the next five years and 
thereafter some other states legislated in 
the same general direction until now in 
many states the use of these common law 
defenses has been materially abridged, or 
entirely eliminated. Claims for personal 
injury damages have become so numerous 
that litigation resulting therefrom occu- 
pies to an abnormal extent the attention 
of the courts and has thus become a 
burden upon the taxpayers. 

Tnorease in Liability

PUNISH MISUSE OF PREMIUM 


Object of Bill Introduced in Illinois by 
Senator Dailey—Text of the 
Measure 








Misapplication of premiums by 
agents of insurance companies will be 
punishable as embezzlement if a bill 
introduced in Illinois by Senator Dailey 
becomes law. The bill, which has been 
referred to the insurance committee of 
the senate, is known as senate bill No. 
88. It reads as follows: 

Section 1. Be it enacted 
of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: hat any money, 
substitute for money or thing of value 
whatsoever, received by any agent, so- 
licitor or broker, as premium or return 
premium, on or under any policy of in- 
surance or application therefor, shall be 
received by such agent, solicitor or broker 
in his fiduciary capacity, and any agent, 
solicitor or broker who embezzles or 
fraudulently converts or appropriates to 
his own use, or, with intent to embezzle, 
takes, secretes or otherwise disposes of, 
or fraudulently withholds, appropriates, 
lends, invests or otherwise uses or ap- 
plies any money, substitute for money or 
thing of value received by him as pre- 
mium or return premium on or under any 

olicy of insurance or application there- 
or, contrary to the instructions or with- 
out the consent of the company, asso- 
ciation or society, for on account of 
which the same was received by him, 
shall be deemed guilty of larceny by em- 
bezzlement, and shall be punished as pro- 
vided in the criminal statutes of this 
state for the punishment of larceny and 
embezzlement, ee oy of whether or 
not such agent, solicitor or broker has, 
or claims to have, any commission or 
other interest in such money, substitute 
for money or thing of value. 


Ohio Probe Ordered 


Columbus, Ohio, March 12—(Special) 
—Senator Mooney’s joint resolution 
has been reconsidered and passed by 
the Ohio house. A committee of six 
will now investigate fire rates. This is 
a Cox measure. The appropriation for 
expenses is $2,000. The Ohio inspec- 
tion bureau is to be investigated first. 
The bureau welcomes the investigation 
of its methods of operation and its rat- 
ing system. It will give the commit- 
tee all the information in its power. 
The kick comes from the small towns. 
Ohio fire insurance men generally wel- 
come this probe.

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KANSAS BILLS PASSED 


FIRE MARSHAL IS APPOINTED 





Harrison Parkman Gets New Office— 
Companies May File Rates 
Through Inspection 
Bureau 





Kansas has a state fire marshal. 

It all happened very suddenly, and 
after hope that a bill creating the office 
would be passed during the present 
session of the legislature almost had 
given way to despair. : 

Harrison Parkman, a _ prominent 
newspaper man of Kansas, has been 
appointed by Governor’ George H. 
Hodges to fill the new office. He has 
named as his assistant Charles Miller 
of Ottawa county, a member of the 
present Kansas house of representa- 
tives, and a bright young man. 

Tuesday of last week the house took 
the vicious senate bill and substituted 
it for the house bill, then substituted 
the house bill back again for the senate 
bill after the enacting clause. It then 
passed the senate bill as substituted by 
a big majority. 

Ups and Downs of Bill 

Thursday a conference committee 
was appointed from both houses and 
ultimately reached an agreement on 
the bill, modifying the house measure 
and striking out the vicious clauscs in 
the senate bill. But the fight was not 
yet over. Thursday night the house 
ratified the conference committee -re- 
port and passed the bill by a vote of 
92 to 2. But there never had been any 
opposition in the house, that body hav- 
ing been ready at all times to enact a 
really good bill. Friday afternoon it 
came up in the senate. There was fire- 
works, as was expected, and a plea that 
the striking out of a clause providing 
payment for condemned buildings 
would mean that the home of some 
widow would fall, and she would have 
to go to the county poor farm was 
made. Several senaters who had 
promised to support the bill broke 
over on the roll call and for a few min- 
utes it looked as though it might yet 
be defeated. As it was it was passed 
by barely two votes more than were 
needed—too close a margin to be ex- 
actly comfortable. 

Credit Due Insurance Men 


Much credit for the final passage of the 
bill is due to Frank L. Britton, special 
agent of the National of Hartford, who, 
inasmuch as he was Democratic candidate 
for lieutenant governor last fall, stood 
well with the Democratic majority. Brit- 
ton plunged into the fight at the outset 
and gave the best he had to the work. 
Others who had a hand in urging the 
passage of the law was Carl G. Whipple 
of the Queen, who did a great deal of 
work on the ground. W. B. Gasche of the 
Alliance Cooperative and C. F. Mingen- 
back of the Farmers’ Alliance also aided 
in making possible the creation of the 
new office. 

‘The law as passed provides for a tax 
of three-eighths of 1 percent on a sum 
equal to the gross premium receipts of 
fire insurance companies, stock and mu- 
tual, doing business in the state the 
previous year. It is estimated that be- 
tween $15,000 and $16,000 will thus be 
raised. The sum is small for the mainte- 
nance of the office, but will make a start 
at least. 

Powers of New Official

observance of laws and ordinances rela- 
tive to fire hazards of all kinds, and by 
himself or with county attorneys to hold 
inquisitions in cases of mysterious fires 
with a view to fixing the responsibility. 
Already a_score of cases have been re- 
ported, and the marshal undoubtedly will 
have all he can do from the very outset. 

A system of fire reports from city and 
township officers is provided for, and a 
statement of every fire, together with the 
loss and the insurance both carried and 
paid upon it, will be filed in the marshal’s 
office at Topeka, 

Parkman a Good Man 

Harrison Parkman, the new fire marshal, 
has had no experience in the work he will 
have to do, and is not experienced in 
making inspections, but it is believed he 
will make good in his office. He has a 
great capacty for hard work, one of the 
requisites, and has spent a good many 
years in newspaper work, chiefly as re- 
porter and editor, which is believed will 
fit him for the detective work connected 
with the office. 

One of the first things Parkman will 
do, even before he opens his office in 
Topeka, will be to pay a visit to the office 
of the state fire marshal of Illinois and 
spend a week or two studying the practice 
there. He also wants to get an insight 
into the records kept there with a view 
to patterning after some of them himself, 
and is anxious to learn how various cases 
that have come under the observation of 
the Illinois marshal are handled. 

Returning he expects to plunge into the 
work he has been appointed for, and from 
present prospects he will have an abun- 
dance to keep him busy for a time at least. 
He has had a score of applications for 
investigations of mysterious fires already, 
and he expects many more as soon as his 
office is open for business. 

Parkman’s appointment was rushed to 
the senate just in time for ratification 
before adjournment Tuesday morning. His 
term is for four years. 

Joint Filing Is Permitted 

Permission to file rates that are the 
same through a bureau or general agency 
is accorded to fire insurance companies 
by the terms of a bill in the Kansas legis- 
lature that finally passed the house last 








Monday. It had previously passed the 
senate. The measure is expected to save 
fire insurance companies a great deal of 
expense in preparing and filing schedules, 
and also will save time and work for the 
state insurance department. One schedule, 
where the same rates are effective, taking 
the place of half a hundred under the 
present system. 

he measure introduced in the Kansas 
legislature providing for a state rating 
bureau for fire insurance was killed last 
Saturday in the house. The bill bobbed 
up in first one shape and then another 
several times during the session. It met 
defeat at every turn. 

The Davis bill providing that fire in- 
surance companies must return premiums 
on the unearned time remaining where 
total losses were sustained has been killed 
in the Kansas senate. 

by Senator Davis, introduced 
toward the end of the session, providing 
for a state fire insurance company, died 
for lack of consideration when the session 
adjourned. 





February Fire Loss 

The losses by fire in the United 
States and Canada during the month 
of February, as compiled from the 
records of the Journal of Commerce 
and Commercial Bulletin, aggregate 
$22,084,600, as compared with $28,601,- 
650 last year and $16,415,000 in Febru- 
ary, 1911. The following table gives a 
comparison of the fire losses for the 
first two months of 1913, with the same 
months of 1912 and 1911: 


1911 1912 1913 
Jan. .$21,922,450 $35,653,150 $20,193,250 
Feb. . 16,415,000 28,601,650 22,084,600 


Total.$38,337,450 $64,254,800 $42,277,850 

While the losses for the first two 
months of 1913 show a heavy reduction 
from the total for the same months of 
1912, there is still a material increase 
as compared with the loss for the same 
period of 1911. The largest insurance 
loss of the month just closed was prob- 








ably on the cotton burned at Columbus, 
Ga. January and February are usually 
the worst months of the year, and the 
fact that they are not more expensive 
in 1913 has encouraged underwriters 
somewhat. 





American Union Disclosures 

New York, March 12—(Special)— 
Radical differences in the statements to 
various insurance commissioners as to 
the condition of the American Union 
Fire have been discovered by Examiner 
Gordon, of the New York department, 
and it is expected that arrests will fol- 
low the disclosures. The details will 
not be given out until a decision is 
arrived at as to the prosecutions. The 
greatest losses will be felt in New York 
where the company had done a large 
business. Deputy Hoey said that here- 
after under the law just placed on the 
New York statute books, foreign com- 
panies suspected by the New York de- 
partment will be served with notice to 
show cause why their license in New 
York shall not be immediately revoked. 
This will require companies to prove 
their satisfactory condition. Hereto- 
fore, owing to the principle of comity 
between states, departments have not 
gone into other states for fear of re- 
taliation on their home companies. The 
conditions in the American Union have 
been suspected for months, but red tape 
hindered an examination.

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KENTUCKY AGREEMENT 


REDUCTION BEEN WITHDRAWN 





Flat Rates Allowed On Dwellings 
Saving Inspection Expense—Add 
Taxes to Rates 





Agreement has been reached be- 
tween the state insurance board of 
Kentucky and representatives of the 
fire insurance companies on a number 
of important questions. They may be 
summarized as follows: 

Flat rates, somewhat higher than 
the recently promulgated basis rates, 
will be promulgated for dwellings, 
making it unnecessary to inspect in- 
dividual risks and saving the companies 
a large sum for this service. 

Farm rates will be increased suffi- 
ciently to permit the companies to 
write the business at a profit. 

The companies will be permitted to 
add to the rates an amount sufficient 
to offset charges for taxation, and this 
will be shown in the rate slip. 

The companies will withdraw their 
suits against the board, now pending in 
the state and federal courts, which 
were filed following the announcement 
of the new dwelling rates by the state 
board several months ago. 

The time for the new rates to go 
into effect has been extended to May 1. 

Priction Will be Avoided 


Substantial agreement on all the 
points in question was reached at 2 
conference in Louisville last Wednes- 
day and Thursday at which time the 
ground was gone over and a better 
understanding arrived at than has been 
had heretofore. It was agreed that it 
would be better for all concerned to 
reach a basis which would make it 
unnecessary to have constant litigation, 
since a victory for the companies in 
the courts on one set of rates would 
have to be followed by additional con- 
tention on whatever new rates the 
board might issue. Hence the plan of 
making concessions on both sides and 
getting on a working basis without un- 
necessary friction was adopted. A bul- 
letin outlining the changes is to be 
issued by the board in the next few 
days. 


Saves Inspection Expense 

The elimination of inspection of in- 
dividual dwellings will save the compan- 
ies a large amount each year, and will 
relieve the Kentucky Actuarial Bureau 
of an immense volume of detail work, 
which has threatened in the past few 
months to overwhelm the organization. 
The inspection would have made it pos- 
sible to add charges for exposure and 
construction and would have increased 
the net rates considerably. Consequently 
the new flat rates will be somewhat 
higher than the official rates heretofore 
announced. They have not been deter- 
mined upon definitely, but the general 
percentage of the net increase has been 
fixed upon. 

The matter of farm rates is also to be 
taken up again, the board having realized 
the a of the companies in their 
statement that they could not write the 
business on the new rates and make a 
profit. As this has worked a hardship 
on many insurers as well as the local 
agents, the board will endeavor to fix the 
rates at a point where the companies will 
be willing to accept the business. 

Add Taxes to Rates | 

Probably the most important decision 
was that the companies would be per- 
mitted to transfer the en of local 
taxes in various communities direct to 
the assured. It was realized that it 


would be unfair to the town which levies 
a reasonable tax on the insurance busi- 
ness to make it pay for the excessive 
burdens imposed elsewhere; and hence the 
rates fixed by the board will be net in 
the sense that a special charge for taxes 
will be permitted. 
In Louisville, for instance, this tax 
amounts to $.009 on every dollar of re- 
ceipts, including city, county and state 
taxes and the expense of operating the 
salvage corps, and the companies will be 
permitted to add the proportion of this 
amount direct to the rate, so that the 
public will be shown in a graphic way 
that it must pay for the taxes collected 
by the community. The companies will 
not be disposed to take advantage of -this 
provision where the license fee is fixed 
at a reasonable amount, but when a 
community puts a tax on net premiums, 
as is done in a number of Kentucky cities, 
it will be immediately collected from the 
premium payers. 

Indicates Better Understanding 
The logical attitude taken on the sub- 
ject by the state insurance board is an 
indication of a growing understanding of 
insurance —— and leads to the be- 
lief that in the near future it will be 
possible to conduct the business with a 
minimum of conterition, as each side 
grows to understand the other better. 
The agreement of the companies to 
withdraw the suits attacking the new 
dwelling rates announced by the state 
board will of course not affect the status 
of the general suit now before the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, which 
questions the constitutionality of the 
law creating the state insurance board and 
placing the making of rates in the hands 
of the state. 





With Chicago Brokers 








Chairman D. F. Carpenter of the 
legislative committee of the Insurance 
Brokerage Association has given much 
thought to the brokers qualifications 
bill that has been drawn up by W. Tu- 
dor ApMadoc, the Chicago attorney, 
who was formerly a member of the 
legislature and chairman of the insur- 
ance investigating committee. 

It is likely that the brokers will seek 
the cooperation of Chicago agents and 
the casualty people.

IS CONSIDERING REGULATION 


Commission to Investigate Fire Insur- 
ance May Be Appointed in Ohio 
—May Reconsider Resolution 














While there is no telling what the 
Ohio legislature will do this session it 
is not believed that much if anything 
will be done towards an investigation 
of the fire insurance business. Possi- 
bly the appointment of a commission 
to take up the subject is as far as this 
session will go. It is generally be- 
lieved, however, that an investigation 
of some kind is on the program. 
Sunday morning’s daily papers an- 
nounced that the state administration is 
seriously considering regulation of fire 
insurance rates under the constitutional 
amendment giving the state power to 
regulate insurance adopted last fall. 
The resolution introduced by Senator 
D. F. Mooney was defeated in the 
house of representatives Saturday, but 
it is said that it will probably be re- 
considered, 


Insurance men are inclined to think that 
the state administration, having passed 
the compulsory employers liability bill, 
will have its hands full for some time 
to come so far as insurance is concerned, 
At the same time with Kentucky and 
West Virginia both having passed regu- 
lative insurance measures it seems un- 
aeely that the subject will be entirely 
overlooked in Ohio. The Cincinnati En- 
quirer states that Insurance Superintend- 
ent Moore was asked some time ago as 
to what legislation was necessary to cor- 
rect the alleged evils in the insurance 
business and that he suggested a legisla- 
tive inquiry. Should a commission for 
this purpose be appointed it would prob- 
ably he prepared to report at the special 
session which Governor Cox is to call a 
year from now to consider a number of 
problems. 

The constitutional amendment gives the 
state power to make fire insurance rates 
and is generally considered a pretty broad 
provision. One of the propositions that 
has been discussed is a change in the 
Valentine antitrust law which will re- 
move the exemption in relation to fire 
insurance companies. Fire insurance men 
in the state as a rule say that they court 
an investigation and are willing to do 
all they can to eradicate any evils that 
can be removed. 

It is not believed that the state of Ohio 
would contemplate state fire or life in- 
surance, Fire insurance is purely a busi- 
ness proposition and humanitarian con- 
siderations which would operate in favor 
of employers liability insurance are not 
a part of fire insurance. Ohio is not 
socialistic in tendency, notwithstanding 
that it has adopted the state employers’ 
liability bill. The very excellent work 
done by the insurance interests in Ohio 
through the state fire prevention asso- 
ciation, the fire marshal, etc., by which 
the fire loss has been ‘greatly reduced, 
puts the insurance business in Ohio on a 
pretty safe basis as regards radical legis- 
lative interference and while doubtless 
there is still much room for improvement 
the insurance interests have done such 
good work for fire prevention that the 
state has been held up as a model for 
others to copy. The situation has a pretty 
bad outlook at present but in the face of 
the reer good work that has been done 
it is believed that final results will not 
be very radical.

Last week Mrs. Archer Newland of 
Kenton, Ohio, tried to hurry the kitchen 
fire along with the coal oil can. Two of 
her children were burned to death and 
the woman and a 14 year old daughter 
were perhaps fatally burned. The fire de- 
partment saved the house. 

The officials of the Ohio state fire mar- 
shal’s office are investigating a blaze that 
did $500 damage at Columbus, March 6. 
The fire was discovered in the second 
story of a three arery block at 280% 
South High street, and as the Socialist 
Publishing Company is located in the 
building, it is thought that the firebug 
was trying to get even for something the 
paper had said in one of its publications. 

Policies covering the Colonial Theatre, 
48-50 East Mill street, Akron, Ohio, con- 
tain a long form mortgage clause in 
favor of the Home Savings & Loan Com- 
pany, with provision that in case of loss 
or damage, no appraisal or adjustment 
shall be binding on the mortgagee unless 
reasonable notice has been given the mort- 
gagee of the time and place of making 
such appraisal or adjustment. Compan- 
ies are objecting to this provision. 


WEST VIRGINIA NOTES 


W. A. Edwards and Thomas A. Ed- 
wards of Weston, W. Va., have consol- 
idated their agencies under the firm name 
of Edwards & Edwards and have also 
purchased the agency of Bailey Edwards. 

The Sun, Scottish Union and Mechanics 
& Traders have won the suit brought by

frame mercantile risk which burned some 
time ago. The assured had had two 
previous fires and as it turned out did not 
even own the property which he had in- 
sured. The companies were prepared to 
fight the claim to the finish. 





ANOTHER DUN FROM PALMER 


Commissioner Palmer of Michigan has 
broken into the headlines again. Delving 
into the recesses of the law he has dis- 
covered where the commonwealth has 
been losing out for the past ten years 
on taxes due on business reinsured by 
Michigan companies. At various times 
eighty different companies have received 
such reinsurance and each will be ad- 
vised that failure to settle will mean 
suit. Under the law Michigan compa- 
nies pay no taxes on premiums written 
in the state and on business that they 
reinsure no taxes have ever been col- 
lected. But Mr. Palmer discovers that 
“all companies transacting a _ reinsur- 
ance business in any manner shall pay 
the above taxes upon the original premium 
received by the reinsured company upon 
that portion of the risk reinsured.” The 
tax rate is 3 percent and the amount 
due from any one company is not large 
but when other states invoke their re- 
taliatory laws the Michigan companies

The loss ratio in Michigan last year 
was something over 52 percent. The 
premiums were $9,737,970, a gain of 
$726,000 over 1911. The paid losses 
were $5,152,700 and the incurred $5,- 
056,948. The loss ratio in 1911 was 61 
percent, for 1910, 50 percent and for 
1909, 58.7 percent. The Michigan state 
companies had 49.76 percent loss ratio, 
the American stock companies 53.63 
percent, the mutuals 23.48 percent and 
the foreign companies 55.92.

Terre Haute Agents in Line

Commission- 
er Palmer rules that under the present 
antirebate law of the state the granting 
of credit on premiums is a discrimina- 
tion and as such is a violation of the 
law. He is not advocating the passage 
of a law to prohibit the granting of 
credit, but makes his ruling under the 
act now in force. 








WILL HAVE CLEARING HOUSE 


The Indiana State Board intends to 
keep a close tab on the various risks 
throughout the state and has established 
a clearing house of information. The 
state board desires not only to inform its 
members as to the physical hazard of 
risks but the moral hazard as well. In 
addition, a careful scrutiny will be made 
of forms, and the local agents them- 
selves will be kept under the limelight 
so that those that are dealing unfairly 
with the companies will be known. 


USING DISPLAY ADVERTISING 

Van Dercook & Wilson, the nonboard 
Indianapolis agents, are using display ad- 
vertising in e dailies calling attention 
to Judge Weir’s decree in the antitrust 
suits and claiming that they refused to 
obey the rules of the local board to be 
in compliance with the law. A part of 
the “ad” reads: 

“In compliance with this decree the in- 
surance agency of Van-Dercook & Wilson 
felt themselves absolutely estopped from 
conforming to several of the rules of the 
Indianapolis Fire Insurance Agents As- 
sociation, made and enforced since the

Affairs at Shelbyville, Ind., are in 
a rather confused state, as regards 
practices, owing to the failure of 
agents to form a satisfactory local or- 
ganization. An attempt was recently 
made to establish a board among the 
eighteen agencies, but the effort was 
futile owing to the refusal of four 
prominent agencies to come in. The 
Shelbyville Trust Company, the E. W. 
Lewis, M. R. Montgomery and J. W. 
Showers offices held aloof, whereupon 
others who had originally signed up, 
pulled out and the reform movement 
was splintered. To make the situation 
more aggravating, some of the assured 
are averse to any advance in rates and 
threaten to place their business with 
Indianapolis cheap raters if the esti- 
mates are raised. Just what the out- 
come will be is uncertain. 





KAHN IS FOUND GUILTY 

Benjamin Kahn has been found guilty 
of arson by a jury in the circuit court 
at South Bend, Ind. hn was found 
guilty of setting fire to his establishmen 
he Farmers & Workingmen’s Frien 
Store, in that city last April. It was 
charged by the prosecutor that Benjamin 
Fink, who was indicted with Kahn, was 
paid by Kahn to set fire to the store.

CARRIED NO INSURANCE 

Detroit, March 10—(Special)—aA fire on 
the eighth floor of the almost completed 
Dime Bank building, the largest office 
building in Detroit, developed the fact 
that neither that building, nor the Ford 
building, the next largest in the city, car- 
ries any insurance at all. he owners 
estimate that the buildings are so nearly 
fireproof, and the danger of loss is so 
slight, that the premiums paid out in the 
course of a few years would more than 
offset any loss likely to occur unless there 
should be a conflagration like that in 
Baltimore ten years ago. 

It is said that owners of other fireproof 
skyscrapers are considering dropping 
their insurance. They point to the fact 
that never in Detroit has there been a fire 
in a modern office building. That little 
blaze in the Dime Bank cost $2,500 how- 


ever. 

The attitude of the office building own- 
ers is directly opposite that of the manu- 
facturers of the city.

But they 
carry from one to five million dollars in- 
surance each.

Large Enrollment of Special and Local

Fire Marshal Bill Passes 

The state fire marshal bill got 
through both houses of the North 
Dakota legislature, and as it is a 
measure recommended by Governor 
Hanna in his annual message, it will 
become a law. 

The bill provides for a fire marshal 
at $2,500 a year and a deputy at $1,800, 
and other deputies may be appointed 
as required. Fire companies are taxed 
one-fourth of one percent on their 
premiums in the state for the support 
of the office. 


Raise the Hail Rate 


The state hail insurance bureau of 
North Dakota has been transferred from 
the agricultural to the insurance de- 
partment, and the rate per acre has 
been increased from 20 to 30 cents. 
State hail insurance has been tried in 
North Dakota for two years, with par- 
tial success. Disagreements over losses 
have tended to make the law un- 
popular. 








Resident Agents’ Act Up 

What is considered the most im- 
portant insurance bill before the Iowa 
legislature with the exception of the 
antidiscrimination bill, has been intro- 
duced by Senator Cowles, chairman of 
the senate insurance committee. The 
bill was drawn by the state insurance 
department and is intended to protect 
Iowa agents in all lines except life in- 
surance against outside agencies. It 
provides that insurance policies written 
on Iowa risks by companies admitted 
to Iowa must be written by Iowa 
agents.

COMMITTEE ASKS REDUCTION 


Investigating Body of Missouri Senate 
Favors Oliver Act with Amend- 
ments—Criticism of Blake 








Premiums, $7,535,372; losses, $5,- 
544,523; loss ratio, 73.6. 

With this record of the fire compa- 
nies in the state for 1912 presumably 
in mind, the Missouri senate committee 
investigating the fire insurance situa- 
tion under the Oliver law recommended 
in its report that the insurance super- 
intendent exercise his power under 
the law by making substantial reduc- 
tions from the old rates, or reductions 
of 10 to 50 percent from the new rates. 

The committee reported against the 
repeal of the Oliver law as provided 
in the Orr bill, which has already 
passed the house. Amendments to the 
Oliver act were, however, recommend- 
ed. One amendment would require the 
approval of the insurance superinten- 
dent of all fire and tornado rates be- 
fore they take effect, and another would 
make effective at once any order of the 
superintendent reducing rates and 
would prevent the companies from col- 
lecting the old rates pending litigation. 

The report of the special committee is 
in exact consonance with the known views 
of the new superintendent. Mr. Revelle 
recently declared himself in opposition to 
repeal of the Oliver law, but suggested 


certain amendments to it to make it more 
efficient. 


Frank Blake, Republican predecessor of 





Mr. Revelle as insurance superintendent, 
was criticised in the report. B rejected 
schedules upon which specific insurance 
rates were to be based under the law, 
because they were “discriminatory and 
unfair.” He also rejected the specific 
rates conceded by representatives of the 
fire companies to be higher on certain 
classes of risks than the old rates. The 
companies began charging the new rates 
anyhow. The committee criticised Blake 
because he did not make an order reduc- 
ing the rates, although such action was 
followed in Kentucky and Kansas where 
there are similar laws, by injunctions in 
the federal courts, the companies charg- 
ing high rates pending the litigation, 
Attorney-General Barker of Missouri 
has given an interview in which he advo- 
cates the repeal of the Oliver rating law. 
Mr. Barker was speaker of the Missouri 
house two ago when the Oliver law 
was passed and voted against it. He 
advocates the restoration of the old anti- 
trust law and states it would reestablish 
competition. Mr. Barker states that he 
has received 500 complaints from people 
whose rates have been raised. He will 
not begin any prosecutions under the 
Oliver bill until the legislature adjourns. 





Rate Regulation Bill Passes 


The lower house of the Oklahoma 
legislature has passed a bill giving the 
corporation commission power to in- 
vestigate and fix insurance rates. It 
gives the commission general authority 
to investigate all rates, to check dis- 
criminations on inequalities in rates, to 
conduct hearings as to whether pre- 
vailing charges are excessive and to 
fix a fair rate for different classes of 
risks. 

The house has also passed a bill per- 
mitting the farmers of any county to 
organize a mutual insurance company 
to operate solely in that county. 

Governor Lee Cruce has signed the 
measure. The governor also urges the 
passage of a measure making it a felony

February Losses Low 


The monthly report of State Fire 
Marshal C. C. Hammonds of Oklahoma 
for February, 1913, shows a marked 
decrease in the number of fires in Ok- 
lahoma. During the month 106 fires 
were reported, with a property loss of 
$238,247. The loss for the same month 
last year was $258,228.78, with 121 


fires. 

An especial decrease is shown in the 
loss from fire supposed to be of incendiary 
origin, which was $64,525 in February, 
1918, and only $8,981 for the last month. 
The principal causes reported were: Ad- 
joining buildings, 32; unknown, 23; defec- 
tive flue, 18; carelessness, 9; oil, gas or 
gasoline explosion, 7, and incendiary, 6. 

The report shows that eight persons 
were arrested during the month on 
charges of arson in Oklahoma, Nowata 
and Adair counties and one convicted on 
that charge in Okmulgee county. 

Marshal Hammonds also attended the 
preliminary hearing lest week at Still- 
well of Jim Duck, John Gonzalus and Joe 
Feather, charged with burning a_ store 
there on Feb. 17. All were bound over 
to the district court on $700 bond each. 


Nebraska Legislation 
House roll 750, which regulated com- 


missions and prohibited discrimina- 
tions and rebates, was indefinitely post- 


poned after it had gotten as far ts 
the committee on insurance in the 
house of Nebraska legislature. Some 


of the principal provisions may, how- 
ever, be incorporated in the new 
general insurance code which is now 
pending in the senate. An antidiscrim- 
ination bill, known as house roll 670, 
has been recommended for passage. It 
reads: 

That it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son insuring property in the state of Ne- 
braska against loss by fire or tornado, to 
discriminate in rates between any per- 
son or persons, firm, association, copart- 
nership or corporation. 

For the purposes of this act, the word 
“discriminate” shall mean the acceptance 
by any such company, of any risk insur- 
ing any person, as aforesaid, against loss 
by fire or tornado, for a premium greater 
or less than the premium accepted by the 
said company from any other person for a 
risk of the same character or class within 
the state of Nebraska. 

Whenever a complaint shall be filed 
charging any such company with a viola- 
tion of the provisions of this act, service 
shall be had on such company as in civil 
cases. On answer day, the defendant shall 
appear by its agent or attorney and if 
upon trial said company is convicted of 
a violation of the provisions of this act, 
it shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shall be fined the sum of one 
thousand dollars. 


Will Report to Manager Gund 
Colorado, Wyoming and Utah have 
been added to Manager F. M. Gund's

These states began reporting to Free- 
port March 1. 


Fire Marshal Bill Defeated 
The fire marshal bill in the Missouri 
legislature has been defeated. Insur- 
ance men are puzzled, as no opposition 
to the measure had been apparent.

Kansas insurance men are mourning the 
death last Sunday morning of Albert K. 
Sutton, for the last ten years associated 
with Charles E. Eldridge in the Kansas 
Inspection & Fire Prevention Bureau.

QUITE SOME IDEA 

It might be a great thing for conserva- 
tion, that is, if Colliers MacFarlane could 
be believed, but rather hard on the 
politicians, this wonderfully novel and 
radical idea of Commissioner McMaster 
of South Caroline on the matter of state 
classifying firms and men along moral 
and financial lines. Commissioner Mc- 
Master says companies won’t keep such a 
classification for fear of damage suits, 
but the state is immune from such at- 
tacks and could maintain such a classifica- 
tion. This would keep down the losses 
and affect rates. When the state begins 
listing its citizens in the various classes 
of undesirables from an insurance stand- 
point, Governor Cole Blease, who is some 
scream himself, may have something to 
say about shutting up shop for McMaster. 

Meanwhile the situation in the state be- 
comes more acute. McMaster has agreed 
to relicense all companies, whether they 
belong to the Southeastern Underwriters 
Association or not, but may later sue such 
members. He insists all local board 
agreements must be broken and all 
stamping offices discontinued. 





WOMEN COOPERATED 

An unusual feature of the monthly 
meeting of the Kentucky State Fire Pre- 
vention association, held last week in 
Danville, was the cooperation of women 
in the work of the organization. A 
women’s civic association has been active 
in the Bluegrass city, and its members 
were heartily in favor of the efforts of 
the fire preventers to extend the “clean- 
up” idea to business establishments and 
factories. Attention was paid also to the 
buildings of Centre College, one of the 
oldest institutions in the west, which was 
established in 1819. The buildings were 
inspected and the students given an idea 
of the scope of the work. 

Reports have been reaching Frank G. 
Snyder, president of the association, 
showing the results of the reinspections 
February 26, when the work done in 1912 
was checked over. A marked improve- 
ment in conditions was shown to have 
been developed. 


GENERAL SOUTHERN NOTES 


Gessner Harrison, special agent for the 
American of Newark in Virginia and North 
Carolina, has resigned. 

The state tax collector of Louisiana is 
endeavoring to collect from insurance 
agents a separate license tax for each 
branch 6f insurance handled by the 
agent. Heretofore the agents have paid 
a@ general license tax covering all lines. 








KENTUCKY AND THE SOUTH 


WILL REQUEST LAW CHANGES 


Repeal of Valued Policy Act and Taxa- 


tion of Outside Business Favored 
. by Laffoon 


Ruby Laffoon, chairman of the state 
insurance board of Kentucky, is al- 
ready planning to make a vigorous 
campaign before the state legislature 
next winter in looking to the passage 
of a number of bills which will help 
the insurance situation generally and by 
reducing the fire waste enable the rates 
now charged to come down. 

He has definitely decided to ask for 
the repeal of the valued policy law. 
He has been informed that the com- 
panies have failed a number of times 
in their efforts to have this statute 
taken off the books, and that the ques- 
tion is now up to the state authorities. 
Mr. Laffoon is confident that when he 
explains to the law makers the effect 
of this measure on losses he will be 
able to have it eliminated. 


Mr. Laffoon is also ge in favor 
of the passage of drastic legislation in- 
tended to force all insurance on property 
in Kentucky to be written in Kentucky, 
or at least recorded for taxation there. 
He believes that owing to the large 
amount of business placed outside and 
not even taxed, the showing of the state 
in regard to premiums and losses is much 
worse than the facts warrant. He is con- 
sidering asking for an amendment of the 
law which will not only tax premiums 
paid to outside companies 2 percent,: as 
at present, but will add a _ sufficient 
amount to equalize the commissions and 
taxes paid by companies licensed to do 
business in the state, or in other words 
an amount between 20 and 25 percent. 
This, it is believed, will be prohibitive, 
and thus compel the business to stay in 
Kentucky. In order to enforce this pro- 
vision, he is thinking of inserting a pro- 
vision in the proposed bill which will 
make insurance policies which have not 
been recorded through the payment of 
the premium tax invalid and nonenforce- 
able in the courts of the state. While 
this is understood to be an extreme 
measure, Mr. Laffoon believes that some 
such action should be taken in order to 
insure the business either being written 
of paying a tax in Kentucky. 

Two other measures which have been 
suggested to Mr. Laffoon and which he 
is considering provide for the legalization 
of the iron safe clause, which the Ken- 
tucky court of appeals has nullified, and 
for the insertion in every policy of the 
total amount of concurrent insurance, if 
any, written on the same risk. It has 
been stated by Mr. Laffoon heretofore that 
he believes one of the principal causes 
for heavy fire losses in Kentucky is over- 
insurance, and the use of the clause re- 
ferred to is expected to eliminate it to 
a large extent, if not altogether. 

The time and thought being paid by 
the chairman of the insurance board of 
Kentucky to legislative matters such as 
those outlined seems to indicate that he 
is in earnest about getting lower fire 
rates in the only logical way they can 
be secured: by reducing the fire loss. In 
this work he will have the hearty co- 
operation of the companies, although, as 
indicated, their failure to secure remedial 
legislation heretofore may result in Mr. 
Laffoon and his colleagues being given 
full sway when it comes to securing the 
desired action at Frankfort. 














SUBMIT DRAFT OF FARM POLICY 


A special committee of the Kentucky 
Farm Underwriters Association, which 
has been at work for some time on a 
new form for policies covering farm 
property, has completed a tentative draft 
of the form and sent it to members for 
criticism. A number of amendments 
have been suggested and will be passed 
on before the form is referred to a meet- 
ing of the association which will be 
called in the near future. 


AGENCY CHANGE AT LOUISVILLE 

The local agency of Jefferson, Noyes & 
Brown at Louisville, Ky., has been reor- 
ganized _as Jefferson, Noyes, Embry & 
Bryan. W. E. Bryan, general agent of the 
Standard Accident, and R. O. Embry, a 
solicitor, have been taken into the firm, 
while Frank O. Brown has formed a part- 
nership with W. L. Martin, who already 
had a local agency, under the name of 
Brown & Martin. Brown & Martin have 
the Hanover, Boston, German, Northwest- 
ern National and the Indiana & Ohio Live 
Stock. Jefferson, Noyes, Embry & Brown 
have the State of Pennsylvania and the 
Security.

A cut rate is reported, at Worthville, 
Ky., on the building and hardware stock 
of J. A. Stout. The published estimates 
are 1.72 on building and 1.90 on stock 





and it is said the business has been placed 
at less, either through Worthville or 
Carrollton agencies. 

At Marion, Ky., it is reported the brick 
and frame tobacco stemmery of William 
Ellicott has been written below the legal 
estimate and without the riot clause. 

The board of park commissioners of 
Louisville, which has been investigating 
the legality of fire insurance policies is- 
sued on park property by James B. Smith, 
general agent of the American Union, who 
‘is also a member of the firm of Barbee & 
Castleman, of which General John 4 
Castleman is the head, have decided that 
no violation of the law was intended or 
committed, though General Castleman is 
president of the park board. He was 
shown to have no interest in the business. 


TENNESSEE NOTES 


The Anderson-Hawkinson Company, of 
Nashville, Tenn., has purchased the local 
fire insurance agency of Thomas Goodall, 
who is leaving the business to become a 
lumberman, having purchased a large 
tract of timberland in Alabama. 


. K. Beall, manager of the Reliance 
Life for middle Tennessee, has announced 
his intention of establishing in his office 
a general agency embracing all lines of 
insurance. He expects at an early date 
to issue fire, casualty and other forms 
of policies. 


AMERICAN UNION FAILS 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 
000, assets, $1,197,911, reinsurance re- 
serve, $550,811; net surplus, $49,356. 
The company wrote last year $1,028,701 
in net premiums, and had $589,379 
losses. The loss ratio was 60 percent 
and expense ratio 39 percent. «The 
company started in business in 1911, 
and in its first year wrote over $1,- 
000,000 premiums. When the company 
started it had $500,000 capital and $72,- 
583 surplus. During 1911 the stock- 
holders paid into surplus the additional 
sum of $373,598 to surplus and in 1912 
$10,610. The company sold consid- 
erable of its stock to general agencies 
and local offices that desired to repre- 
sent the company. 
Cause of the Collapse 

The collapse of the company is said 
to be due primarily to the policy of 
President Stone in writing too much 
business ‘and particularly in having 
too many reinsurance contracts. The 
company is thought to have sustained 
heavy losses in taking over the Mo- 
nongahela Fire and in continuing the 
Monongahela Underwriters, which was 
guaranteed by the American Union. It 
is stated that the local agency firm of 
James F. Stone & Co. owes the Mo- 
nongahela Underwriters over $120,000. 
The stockholders have very little to 
show for their investment. No defi- 
nite idea can be gained as to how the 
company will pay out. Numerous 
complications are likely as the out- 
growth of the company reinsuring the 
Monongahela and the American Na- 
tional of Rock Island and eastern busi- 
ness of the California. Naturally claims 
will fall back on these companies. The 
Monongahela had reinsured the Com- 
monwealth of Ottumwa, Iowa, and all 
its liability has not run off. The Com- 
monwealth had reinsured the Illinois 
Bankers Fire of Illinois, but its lia- 
bility is off the books. 

Were Members of Western Union 


The American Union and the Monon- 
gahela Underwriters were members of 
the Western Union. They had two general 
agencies in the west. Blackman, Glass 
& Cook of Detroit, represented the com- 
pany in Michigan, Wisconsin and In- 
diana, and Lyman & Richie of Chicago 
have the company in the rest of the 
central west. Both these general agents 
made money for the company on the 
American Union business. Lyman & 
Richie last year showed net premiums of 
$105,000, with a loss ratio of 27 percent, 
and a trade profit of $33,000. The Mo- 
nongahela Underwriters losses, however, 
were heavy throughout the entire terri- 
tory. E. §S. Merrill of Bellevidere, Ill. 
and W. E. Gunn of Chicago, traveled 
for Lyman & Richie in the west. Lyman 
& Richie took care of the Chicago local 
liability of the company and divided it 
among their other companies. They have 
had no official advices from the receiver 
and cangellations are being held back 
pending instructions. The firm, however, 
notified the other offices that they would 
not be personally liable for return 
premiums. 

The only advices the western general 
agents received from the home office was 
a simple telegram last Saturday notify- 
ing them to discontinue writing business. 
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Otherwise they have been in the dark 
all the time, although they have at- 
tempted on numerous occasions to get 
information by long distance telephone 
and telegraph. Seemingly the directors 
refused to give any information to agents. 
The American Union was also _ repre- 
sented in the Chicago local office of 
Wiley, Magill & Johnson, the direct busi- 
ness in that office being taken over by 
the Minnesota Underwriters. 
Stone Recently in Public Eye 

President Stone recently gained consid- 
erable publicity by appearing before the 
Congressional investigating committee at 
Washington, D. C., and made an attack 
on A. M. Best of Best’s Insurance Re- 
ports. His testimony elicited wide in- 
terest as also did Mr. Best’s rejoinder, 
in which he accused Mr. Stone of making 
duplicate general agency agreements in 
New York and New England when he 
was organizing the company. 

Mr. Stone was a local agent in Phila- 
delphia and started to organize the 
American Union. As he had no knowl- 
edge of general field or of company ad- 
ministration, his scheme was not looked 
upon with any favor by underwriters. 
In many instances Mr. Stone was re- 
garded as pretty much of a joke as 4 
company official He possesses a very 
go opinion of himself which is higher 
than any one else is willing to credit to 
him. His reinsurance deals and plung- 
ing methods were criticised by under- 
writers. President Stone made his gen- 
eral agency appointments and reinsur- 
ance deals without regard to their ef- 
fect as to his membership in the West- 
ern Union, and these caused him much 
embarrassment when he came to apply 
for membership. 

Made Way with Big Sum 

The fact that a company could run 
through $500,000 of contributed capital 
and $500,000 of surplus in two years, is 
regarded as unprecedented. It is said 
that the American Union had a contract 
with Johnson & Higgins whereby it as- 
sumed a certain portion of their big 
lines which they control all over the 
country, in Panama and elsewhere. F. 
Willard Smith, former secretary of the 
Sovereign Fire, had charge of the rein- 
surance for Mr. Stone. M. Joseph Now- 
lan, formerly with the Union and State 
of Pennsylvania, was superintendent of 
agents of the American Union. 

The application for receivership was 
filed by E. B. Campbell of Williamsport, 
Pa., and Frances Young Brown of Phila- 
delphia, was appointed receiver. Mr. 
Campbell is said to be the largest stock- 
holder, having about $75,000 invested. The 
directors lacked about $12,000 of getting 
the $200,000 necessary to reinsure, but 
had it in sight. The securing of this 
subscription was largely in the hands of 
M. W. Stoner and W. F. King, when the 
directors had a wrangle and the receiv- 
ership resulted. 

Wrote Lot of December Business 

In the application for receivership it 
is stated that President Stone had the 
company write an unwarranted amount 
of insurance in December and that he 
had allowed the agents to run up very 
large balances. It is thought that many 
of these balances cannot now be col- 
lected. 

It is stated that the American Union 
wrote about $1,600,000 in gross premiums 
last year. It has had for over a year a 
participating treaty with the arsaw 
Fire of Russia, which took half the net 
line on each risk. Last year the com- 
pany reinsured the eastern business of 
the California. 

Condition of the Company 

The Journal of Commerce says: 

“The condition of the American Union 
Fire as of March 1, 1913, may be roughly 
approximated as follows:

“The American Union had not been do- 
ing business very long before its under- 
writing and financial methods were freely 
criticised by veteran underwriters, and 
hints that its career would be brief were 
quite openly made. Its annual statement 
as of December 31, 1912, is, considering 
the actual condition of affairs, one of 
the most remarkable creations in that 
line that the fire insurance business has 
seen for a decade. It is as follows:

AMERICAN NATIONAL BISKS 

Springfield, Ill, March 12—(Special) 
—Inquiry has been made at the insur- 
ance department here relative to the 
effect of the present status of the 
American Union Fire of Philadelphia 
on policies of the American National 
of Rock Island, IIl., whose risks were 
assumed last year by the Philadelphia 
company. 

Under the provisions of the [Illinois 
law reinsurance agreements or consoli- 
dations between fire companies need not 
be, and are not as a matter of fact, sub- 
mitted to the insurance department for 
approval, nor need they be filed with the 
department. It is quite evident that the 
rights of policyholders of the [Illinois 
company reinsured by the American 
Union must be determined by the con- 
tract of reinsurance between the two 
companies, but inasmuch as the depart- 
ment at Springfield is not in possession 
of the contract, or the agreement, it is 
unable to_ furnish any information_re- 
garding the status of the former policy- 
holders of the American National. 

Company Being Liquidated 

The iatter company is being liquidated 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
Illinois statute. One of these provisions 
runs to the effect that the affairs of a 
company of this kind in process of 
liquidation must remain open for atleast 
two years in order to give all claimants 
against it an opportunity to be heard. 
Under this provision, if there is any 
liability still existing against the Ameri- 
can National on account of the rein- 
sured business, the holders of term poli- 
cies will have their remedy because of 
the fact that the estate is still open and 
not settled. The action of the circuit 
court of Rock Island county in placing 
the American National in the hands of 
a receiver takes it from the supervision 
and jurisdiction of the insurance depart- 
ment, and all inquiries regarding the 
condition of the Rock Island concern 
should go to the receiver. 

Superintendent Potter, of Illinois, has 
been trying to get in touch with the 
Pennsylvania department to ascertain 
the exact status of the American Union, 
but Commissioner Johnson of Pennsyl- 
vania has not made clear to the Illinois 
official the exact situation governing the 
Philadelphia company.

dergone changes of the most drastic na- 
ture. The owner of a building being 
erected or repaired may find himself lia- 
ble for damages to persons injured in or 
about such operations, notwithstanding 
the work is performed by a contractor and 
the owner has furnished neither work- 
men, material nor appliances. 

Architects, as representatives of the 
owners, with great uniformity specify 
that contractors shall carry employers’ 
and public liability insurance. Owners’ 
contingent liability is almost invariably 
earried in connection with work of any 
considerable magnitude. 

Many Companies Formed 

From 1880, with a beginning of one such 
company, there are now in England over 
seventy and in the United States no less 
than twenty-five. A business of such 
magnitude could not fail to attract specu- 
lative theorists. Hence we have organ- 
izations on the purely mutual and inter- 
insurance plans. These thrive among 
men who, without proper investigation, 
conclude that the stock companies enjoy 
large profits and are extravagant in their 
operating expenses. In the literature of 
such mutual and interinsurance schemes 
appear statements of the most extrava- 
gant kind. Want of familiarity with the 
undertaking largely accounts for the be- 
lief concerning the profitableness of the 
business. Practical knowledge forces the 
student to the conclusion that in no other 
well established line of insurance is the 
underwriting profit less, and in no other 
is economical management of greater 
necessity, nor more firmly striven for. 

Stock Company Advantage 

Every stock company in the business 
writes other forms of insurance. The 
head office as well as the general agency 
expenses of such companies are in part 
borne by such other forms, thereby les- 
sening the cost of employers’ liability. 
No mutual company and no interinsurance 
scheme offering — employers’ liability 
indemnity is similarly aided, and as mem- 














bers in either of the latter are unobtain- 
able without expense, they neither escape 
that which in stock companies is repre- 
sented by agents’ commission nor show 
any saving in management expenses. 
Believes in Agents 

The stock insurance company’s policy- 
holder pays a definite premium for a 
definite service and indemnity, guaran- 
teed by definite paid in capital, surplus 
and reserves. The member in a mutual 
or interinsurance scheme subscribes to an 
organization without capital, rarely pos- 
sessing any surplus and never equipped 
with sufficient reserves and with no cer- 
tain knowledge as to his annual premium. 
Why does he become a “member” of an 


association instead of a policyholder in a 
stock company? Because he hopes that 
his insurance cost will be less. In this 
delusion he is encouraged by the utter- 
ances of many well meaning men, more 
or less widely known as successful in 
their respective occupations, but who 
have not taken the time to acquaint them- 
selves with the subject of liability in- 
surance and its cost. Present develop- 
ments of this form of insurance owe 
much to the men who have solicited the 
risks. Upon them and similar men will 
continue the task of extending the busi- 
ness, and I know of no form of insurance 
that affords the well informed agent a 
surer, Or more permanent occupation than 
is afforded him by employers’ liability.

IRE marshals in many states com- 
F lain of the quick payment of 
osses on suspicious fires. Some 
companies make capital out of their 
quick settlements and do not seem to 
care whether the loss is crooked or not. 
There can be no doubt that the practice 
is an encouragement to arson, since the 
man who sets out to defraud an insur- 
ance company knows that a conviction 
for arson is hard to secure and he 
does not mind an investigation so long 
as he gets the money. 

This country is not ready for the 
German system of holding up settle- 
ments until the authorities decide that 
the loss shall be paid, but would it not 
be practicable to give the fire marshal 
authority to order settlements post- 
poned for a limited time, sufficient to 
allow for a satisfactory investigation of 
the fire? This would be a strong de- 
terrent to incendiarism, as it would 
threaten the profits of crime. It would 
not be well to require the fire marshal 


to decide finally whether the loss 
should be paid or not. That question 
should be left to the courts. It would 


be well, however, in suspicious cases 
to prevent the present scramble among 
the companies for early settlements, 
and the fact that such cases would be 
carefully scrutinized before anything 
could be recovered would have a strong 
moral effect on the assured. 


ENLISTING THE FIRE CHIEFS 








New Fire Commissioner of Nebraska 
Appoints 400 as Special Deputy In- 
spectors—Letter to Companies 


W. S. Ridgell, who recently took 
office as chief deputy fire commissioner 
of Nebraska, has started a cooperative 
movement by which the fire chiefs of 
the various cities and towns are en- 
listed in the fire precenans campaign. 
All chiefs who will accept the appoint- 
ment are being given commissions as 
special deputy inspectors without pay 
and some 400 have already been ap- 
pointed. The chiefs are being coached 
on their powers and duties as such in- 
spectors and especially on the proper 
storage of gasolene. 

In addition the chiefs are furnished 
with model ordinances which they are 
expected to have passed in their re- 
spective towns, giving them the same 
powers by local authority as they have 
in their capacity as deputy inspectors. 
Backed by both local and state author- 
ity and stimulated by the state fire 
commissioner, it is believed the chiefs 
will be very effective in cutting down 
the fire losses due to remediable con- 
ditions. 

Miss Mamie Muldoon, who has been 
secretary of the fire commissioner’s de- 
partment since it was established three 
and a half years ago, and to whose 
ability and energy much of the success 
of the department has been due, has 
been reappointed by the governor. H. 
E. Requarte has been apointed assist- 
ant to Chief Deputy Ridgell, who is 
in reality the state fire marshal, al- 
though technically Governor J. H. 
Morehead is head of the department. 

Mr. Ridgell has addressed to the in- 
surance companies a letter on the work 
of the department, in which he says, 
in part: 

As I have succeeded C. A. Randall as 
chief deputy fire commissioner of Ne- 
braska, take this means of informing 
you that I expect to devote my entire 
time and energy to the faithful and ef- 
fective porcermance of the duties of my 
office. expect to carry on an extensive 
campaign of education both for children 
and grown people in the matter of fire 














prevention. The inspection of property 
and premises from a fire danger stand- 
point will be rigidly looked after and dan- 
gerous conditions and buildings that are 
“fire traps” will have to be removed. 
expect to have my men cover the state 
and with the assistance of about 400 spe- 
cial inspectors “duly commissioned to 
serve without compensation,” we will 
have a general cleaning up in Nebraska 
of fire conditions such as the state has 
never had before. 

This is the first time this department 
has officially commissioned all the fire 
chiefs in the state as “assistant deputies” 
to this department and I feel that it will 
bring about results in a short time that 
* A eee would take years to accom- 
plish. 

In the matter of incendiary fires I in- 
tend to use every means within my power 
to stamp out the crime of arson in this 
state. Every suspicious fire coming to 
my notice will have most careful and 
thorough investigation and I hope I may 
have the assistance of your state and spe- 
cial agents. They can be of great assist- 
ance to us, as we shall at all times try 
to be to them. 





ILLINOIS MEETING IS HELD 


Members of the Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciation Have Review of the 
Good Work Done 


Bloomington, I1l., March 11—(Special) 
—The Illinois State Fire Prevention 
Association had a quarterly session 
immediately after adjournment of the 
state board and field club meetings, 
which were held here today. The ses- 
sion was a short one, and did not last 
more than half an hour. The report 
of Secretary J. A. Mavon reviewed the 
good work accomplished during the 
past few months. The membership 
has shown substantial increase and the 
finances are in good shape. Plans for 
future work were outlined by Presi- 
dent W. E. Vandeventer, and it is 
probable that stereopticon and moving 
picture exhibitions of fire prevention 
work now used by other state associa- 
tions will be added as a feature of the 
public meetings of the Illinois associa- 
tion. An urgent appeal was extended 
for a full attendance at the next inspec- 
tion meeting which will be held at Al- 
ton March 19. 











Nebraska Association Busy 


The Nebraska State Fire Prevention 
Association has been very busy this 
winter and has made a number of town 
inspections. Jan. 29 it inspected Hast- 
ings, twenty-two members reporting 
for the work. In the business section 
167 defects were found, though the gen- 
eral condition of the town was fair. 


On Feb. 18 Alliance was inspected by a 
committee, which in 138 buildings in- 
spected found fifty-nine defects. On Feb. 
19, 109 buildings were inspected by the 
committee at Crawford and defects were 
found in thirty-nine. Feb. 20 the com- 
mittee inspected 147 buildings at Chadron 
and found fifty-one defects. Bulletins are 
being prepared on these towns and will 
be sent out as soon as received from the 
printer. 

At Alliance thirty-five business men 
met with the members of the committee 
at the Burlington hotel, and a number of 
talks were made on fire protection. 

The new chief deputy fire commissioner 
of Nebraska, W. S. Ridgell, accompanied 
the inspection committee to Alliance, 
Crawford and Chadron. The committee 
consisted of C. U. Hendrickson, chairman, 
A. G. Evans, W. H. Thorburn, W. S. Hard- 
ing and F. M. Pond. 





DR. STRATTON IN COUNCIL 

Dr. S. W. Stratton, director of the 
bureau of standards, Washington, 
been elected to and accepted member- 
ship in the council of Underwriters’ Lab- 
oratories, 

The council of the Laboratories is com- 
posed of twenty-two of the leading ex- 
perts of the United States and Canada, 
who serve without recompense and su- 
pervise the technical work of the insti- 
tution. 

The growing importance and extent of 
the work of Underwriters’ Laboratories 
in connection with the general movement 
for reduction of the fire waste in Amer- 
ica, together with some work in this field 
which the government has outlined, make 
Dr. Stratton’s appointment to member- 
ship in the Laboratories’ council a par- 
ticularly happy one at this time. It will 
be viewed with favor, especially by all 
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advocates of uniformity and efficiency in 
fire protection engineering practice. 





LAYING OUT THE WORK 

President Schimmel of the Minnesota 
Fire Protection Association says that the 
work of organizing and laying out the 
assignments for the big meeting in Minne- 
apolis is progressing rapidly. Up to date 
about seventy-five members of the asso- 
ciation residing in the Twin Cities have 
been notified of the downtown sections 
they will be required to cover. The size 
of these districts for each individual 
varies from half a block to three blocks. 





INSPECTIONS IN TENNESSEE 

Owing to the inability of a number of 
field men to be present at the regular 
monthly inspection by the Tennessee 
State Fire Prevention Association, the in- 
spection of Paris, Tenn., was postponed 
from Feb. 26 to March 4. 

Twenty-five special agents attended the 
Paris inspection, which was the first held 
under the administration of President E. 
H. Shirley, and 120 risks were examined. 

Fifty-six were found to be defective 
and ten others were found to be in such 
bad shape that cancellation will be rec- 
ommended. 


President Shirley announces’ that 
Springfield, Tenn., will be inspected on 
March 26.

Kenton, Tenn., will receive bids this 
week on the construction of a waterworks 
system. An artesian well, pumps, boilers, 
etc., are to be installed, together with 
12,500 feet of pipe. 

The city council of Jackson, Tenn., has 
authorized a bond issue of $25,000 for 
the improvement of the water system. 
More mains will be put down and addi- 
tional pumping capacity provided for. 

Hotels in Tennessee will be required to 
install fire extinguishers and fire es- 
capes, according to announcement of the 
State authorities. A recent fire disclosed 
the absence of protection of this kind. 

The city of Kalamazoo, Mich., has 
bought a site for the new east side pump- 
ing station, to be located in the Sher- 
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wood district, near the new stand- 
pipe. It is estimated the new pumps will 
give the east side an additional pressure 
of six pounds in the mains.

All information coming from this 
source is unclean, in the spiritual mind 
of our friend. This firm has occasion- 
ally favored us with news.

CAN IT BE CALLED A TAX? 


WE have so often been told, and have 
so frequently read that fire insurance 
is in the nature of a tax that we have 
taken it for granted that such was the 
case. It rather jars us now to peruse 
in the Hartford Agent that all this is 
mere nonsense. The identity between 
fire insurance and tax is only super- 
ficial and partial, asserts the Hartford 
Agent. Whatever may be our conclu- 
sions after further thought we do agree 
with the Hartford Agent that if the 
state makes as bad a job in assessing 
the fire insurance rate as it does the 
tax rate, we should pass up state insur- 
ance forever. The tax question is and 
has been before us for years. The 
state has never arrived at a plan where- 
by it can assess individuals so that all 
will be on the basis of equality. The 
Hartford Agent says: 


A tax is assessed upon every individual 
in a community who owns property. Fire 
insurance is voluntary on the part of 
property holders. Many property owners 
pay no premiums. Taxes must be paid 
to the tax collector. Fire insurance may 
be purchased at home or abroad in any 
market where the property owner finds it 
to his best advantage. Even with these 
advantages in favor of the tax collector, 
it is a truism to say that taxes are not 
collected without discrimination. We 
need only mention the proportions of 
taxes which are paid by real and per- 
sonal property to show how true this 
statement is. 

After hundreds of years of experi- 
ment and legislation backed by all the 
authority of city and state government, 
in no community today is there prob- 
ably an absolutely or even approximately 
equitable system of taxation enforced. 
It is not surprising, then, to find that in 
the assessment of insurance premiums 
absolute equity as between property own- 
ers also does not prevail. The problems 
of levying taxes fairly and equitably and 
of assessing fire insurance premiums with 
complete accuracy and without discrimi- 
nation have neither of them been as yet 
finally solved, and great controversies 
and widely different theories exist as to 
the best method of procedure in each 
field. We venture the statement that on 
the whole fire insurance premiums are 
at least as fairly and as equitably as- 
sessed as are taxes. 





DISTRIBUTION OF ASSETS 


PresipENT De Boer of the NATIONAL 
Lire of Vermont in his afinual report 
publishes the investments of the com- 
pany by states so that the policyhold- 
ers can analyze the distribution of the 
company’s assets. This is an excellent 
plan in view of the argument often 
used that the large eastern companies 
are usually employed to promote east- 
ern enterprises and that money is thus 
taken out of other localities for the 
real benefit of the east.

The friends of A. G. Sanderson were 
shocked this week to receive notice of 
his death, which occurred at his home 
in Berkeley, Calif., Saturday night. Mr. 
Sanderson had been ill with typhoid 
fever and other complaints for some 
two or three weeks. President Clark 
of the Aetna was on the coast to con- 
fer with Mr. Sanderson regarding the 
appointment of an assistant general 
agent in the coast department. Presi- 
dent Clark had arranged for Mr. San- 
derson to spend a week with him at 
Coronado Beach, but the latter was too 
ill to leave his home. Mr. Sanderson 
was made Pacific Coast manager of 
the Aetna a few weeks ago to succeed 
the late E. C. Morrison. 

This makes the fourth general agent 
of the Aetna on the Pacific Coast that 
has died within a few years. Prior to 
Mr. Morrison, Boardman & Spencer 
were general agents, both of whom died 
a few years ago. 

Mr. Sanderson began his insurance 
career as a clerk in an insurance office 
in Boston. He went to Chicago to 
connect with the western department 
of the Lancashire and later was ap- 
pointed special agent in Missouri and 
other states. Then he was made Ohio 
state agent of the company. Leaving 
the Lancashire, he became western 
New York special agent for the Conti- 
nental, and then served the Aetna as 
Ohio state agent for ten years. Leav- 
ing the Aetna he became general agent 
of the Continental for its eastern de- 
partment, and then assistant manager 
for the Pacific coast department of 
the Aetna. Mr. Sanderson was known 





to many underwriters in the central 
west. He was a man of fine ability and 
an expert in losses. During his field 
career in Ohio he took high place 
among the state agents. 


William B. Howard, state auditor of 
Nebraska, had the misfortune to lose 
his fine home in Dundee, a residence 
suburb of Omaha, by fire on Sunday 
evening last. Mr. Howard’s family had 
remained at the old home instead of 
accompanying him to Lincoln, when he 
went there on official duties at the be- 
ginning of the year, that the children 
might finish their school year where 
they had begun it. He was at home 
over Sunday, and had accompanied his 
family to church in the evening, when 
the fire, of unknown origin destroyed 
the home. The loss was $10,000, with 
but $4,000 of insurance thereon.

PAYMENT ORDERED BY COURT 





Prospects of Getting Less Than In- 
terest on Money for Stockholders 
in Rhodus Scheme 





After more than four years of liti- 
gation stockholders of the Central Life 
Securities Company of Chicago, the 
notorious promotion scheme of the 
Rhodus Brothers, have secured from 
the court an order to have the remain- 
ing assets of the company distributed 
pro rate among purchasers of preferred 
shares. It is figured that they will get 
about 15 cents on the dollar. This is 
practically simple interest at 3 percent, 
which means that they lose all that was 
put in. Should certain other claims 
which have been filed be disallowed, 
which disallowance can hardly be ex- 
pected, the return may be slightly 
higher. The assets are said to be worth 
approximately $150,000 and nearly 
$900,000 “worth” of stock is outstand- 
ing. Of this between $500,000 and 
$600,000 was represented in the case 
which has just been decided. The ex- 
pense of litigation must be borne by 
the assets on hand. 

Distribution Ordered 

The decision was rendered by Judge 
Kohlsaat last week in the district court 
of the United States for the northern 
district of Illinois, eastern division. 
After reviewing the operations of the 
Rhoduses going into the contentions of 
the plaintiffs and the defendants the 
court ordered that “an account be 
taken; .that the assets be marshalled; 
that all lawful debts be paid, including 
costs and attorneys’ fees; and that the 
balance be repaid to bona fide stock- 
holders pro rate, to all those persons 
who have bought said preferred stock 
for cash.” Preceding this order and 
following a lengthy, but bare sum- 
mary of the operations of the Rhodus 
Brothers with their multitudinous and 
multifarious “corporations” the court 
passes along some pretty sound advice 
to “investors.” In part it says: 

Corporation Juggling 

“Defendant contends that the several 
transactions were had in accordance with 
the representations made in the promotion 
of the scheme, and therefore worked no 
fraud upon the subscribers, and that the 
elaborate system of corporations, auxil- 
iary and otherwise, was a lawful means 
employed for enabling the Rhoduses and 
their fellow promoters to put out their 
various stocks as fully paid up. As to 
the first contention, it may be said that 
only those well versed in the art of cor- 
poration juggling could comprehend the 
bewildering intermingling of the intricate 
system of stocks proposed. That if left 

one, the Rhoduses might have made the 
scheme work out, is beside the question 
presented. is a matter of common 
knowledge that the public is so easily im- 
posed on by the schemes of the kind pro- 
posed, that both the courts and other 
governmental institutions are charged 
with the duty of closely scrutinizing, and, 
in such cases, condemning the attempts 
of those who, as here, lay elaborate plans 
to call to their aid the poor man’s all, in 
floating an enterprise which is purely 
speculative and in which the promoters 
have nothing to lose. 

Course Dishonest 


“Conceivably the present enterprise 
might be honestly administered, but that 
it would be cannot but strain the credul- 
ity of those who have had experience in 
ordinary business affairs to believe. In 
the present case so many ways are pro- 
vided whereby the dealings of the pro- 
moters may be concealed, that even upon 
full investigation much remains _undis- 
closed. Secondly, it makes no difference 
what the object of the promoters was, 
since it cannot but be conceded that the 
were pursuing an wunbusinesslike and, 
from a business standpoint, a dishonest 
course. That the mere juggling of stocks, 
none of which in itself represented any 
substance, could make it paid up, seems 
too silly to gain credence.” 

The Rhoduses first came into the insur- 





ance promotion field about 1906. They had 
previously been promoting various mining 
concerns, all of which were of doubtful 
nature, and the affairs of thirteen of 
these companies and a few manufacturing 
projects were wonderfully and amazingly 
scrambled with the affairs of the various 
insurance projects. Among the insurance 
promotions was the Central Life Securi- 
ties, which had $1,250,000 preferred stock 
and a like amount of common. The pre- 
ferred was to finance the Republic Life, 
the common to finance agencies com- 
panies. The Republic Life was actually 
started as a going company. But the 
owning of one corporation by another is 
contrary to the laws of Maine, in which 
the holding company was incorporated, 
and for this reason and others which have 
been obvious the proposition was declared 
a fraud by the court. 
Other Auxiliary Concerns 

The five agency companies held ponessi 
agency contracts with the Republic Life. 
These were the Atlantic, New England, 
Eastern, Central and Western Agencies 
Companies, all incorporated in Arizona. 
Each had authorized capital of $1,000,000 
and with one exception 80 percent was 
common and 20 preferred. To float these 
various concerns numerous stock selling 
corporations were launched. Among these 
was the American Trading Company, 
Finance Company of America and Mer- 
cantile Finance Company. Related to 
these and incidentally to all other propo- 
sitions were such concerns as the Bankers 
Consolidated Corporation and Federal 
Mercantile Agency Securities Company. 
The Consolidated Life Securities Company 
came later and was the dying gasp of the 
bubble. An attempt was made, with par- 
tial success, to have this company replace 
the Central Life Securities. The holders 
of this stock are now trying to get action. 
They constitute part of the shareholders 
of the Central Life Securities not repre- 
sented in the claims admitted by the 
court last week. ; 

Republic Life’s Condition 

The Republic Life in its annual state- 
ment this year shows $6,500 of insur- 
ance in force, a drop of $1,500 since a 
year ago. Of this amount $5,000 is on a 
man 55 years old suffering from tubercu- 
losis and the remainder is held by the 
Rhoduses. The company never sold a 
great deal of insurance and the bulk of 
that which was sold went to the Rhoduses 
and their representatives. The receiver 
is ready to sell the company, but it is 
doubtful if a purchaser can be found. 





Burnett With Gem City 

Leon B. Burnett has resigned as 
agency organizer for the New York 
Life for Indiana to become associated 
with the Gem City Life of Dayton, 
as agency supervisor, with headquarters 
at the home office. 

Mr. Burnett started his insurance 
career with the New York Life about 
ten years ago in Wisconsin as cashier. 
He remained with that company for 
a period of approximately seven years, 
working through the various grades of 
cashier, soliciting agent and agency in- 
structor. 

Upon his removal to South Bend, 
Ind., in 1908 he left the New York 
Life and devoted three years to special 
work with Indiana companies, returning 
to the New York Life as agency organ- 
izer “in 1912. 

Mr. Burnett has a clean record of 
excellent results behind him, and his 
appointment with the Gem City Life 
is in harmony with the expressed plan 
of that company to employ only men 
of ability and of the highest type. 





Connecticut General Meeting 
The Connecticut General Life has 
called a meeting of its general agents 
to be held at the home office April 4 
and 5 to discuss agency work. It is 
probable that a general agents’ associa- 
tion will be formed. 





N. H. McQueen Resigns 

N. M. McQueen, agency manager of 
the Wabash Life of Danville, Ill, has 
retired from the company’s service. 

W. Inns, the secretary, is the chief 
man in the company. He is an ex- 
druggist and is regarded as a high 
grade man.

WILL PROBABLY DISBAND 
PLANS OF CINCINNATI LIFE 





No Further Need of Holding Company 
of Missouri State Life and Hart- 
ford Life 





The Cincinnati Life, the holding 
company for the stock of the Missouri 
State Life and the Hartford Life, will 
probably go out of business within the 
next thirty days and the stockholders 
will receive share for share of stock 
in the Missouri State Life. Every 
stockholder in the Cincinnati Life was 
given the opportunity to purchase his 
portion of the remaining unsold stock 
at the time the Missouri State took 
over the Hartford Life at $14 per 
share, no discrimination being made as 
between large and small stockholders, 
as was stated in one of the papers re- 
cently. Scrip was issued for the frac- 
tional shares thus apportioned. The 
Cincinnati Life offices which have been 
maintained in the Second National 
Bank building, Cincinnati, for the past 
four years will be continued as the 
agency headquarters of the Missouri 
State Life, although part of the office 
will probably be given up as the 
general agency will not need the entire 
space. 

Arrangements for Cincinnati 

Cincinnati will be metropolitan ter- 
ritory for the Missouri State and there 
will be at least.two general agents. L. 
C. Rose, who has been very successful 
as general agent of the Hartford Life, 
will continue as heretofore. The 
Second National Bank office will be in 
charge of A. J. Roberts, as general 
agent. Mr. Roberts was probably the 
most successful of the stock salesmen 
of the Cincinnati Life and has also be- 
come a successful life insurance pro- 
ducer. 

There are now five directors of the 
Missouri State Life located in Cincin- 
nati, including Vice-President Hoyt, 
who is removing to St. Louis. These 
are L. S. Ireton, Theodore Fels, Dr. 
J. F. Heady, and Herman Brockmann. 
All these went to St. Louis last Thurs- 
day to attend the directors’ meeting. 

Relations with Hartford Life 

It is understood that the stock of 
the Hartford Life, which now has only 
the safety fund department, will be 
held by the Missouri State and that the 
stockholders of the Missouri State will 
derive some profit from the loaning on 
the safety fund premiums. The Hart- 
ford Life owns its own building in 
Hartford, which is carried at $300,000, 
but it is said to be worth much more. 
There has been some speculation as to 
whether the Hartford Life will continue 
to hold this building, as it will not need 
as much office space at Hartford as it 
has had. The Hartford’s capital stock 
at the present time is $500,000. 


The Mobile law has passed the North 
Dakota legislature and will be signed by 
the governor.

Plans for Increasing Membership of 
Detroit Life Underwriters Associa- 
tion—Constitution to Be Revised 








With a view of getting every life 
insurance man of permanent residence 
in Detroit into the Detroit Life Under- 
writers’ Association, the constitution 
and by-laws will be revised. Under 
the present rules, three black balls are 
sufficient to turn down an applicant. 
President Henry Farmer, of the 
Phoenix Mutual, considers that this 
is not fair, in that it gives opportunity 
for personal prejudice to be brought 
to bear, to the detriment of life insur- 
ance as a whole. A man who might 
be well liked by one hundred of the 
members of the association is barred 
from cooperation with them by one 
who dislikes him, and a couple of oth- 
ers who take his part on his story. 
President Farmer believes that the 
larger the association the greater its 
influence for good. There are between 
250 and 300 active life insurance men 
in Detroit and he would like to have 
them all members of the association. 


A constitutional revision committee has 
been appointed, as follows: John D. 
Morphy, chairman; W. D. Clizbee, and 
Henry Farmer. They will report to the 
executive committee next week, and final 
action will be taken on the plan at the 
April meeting of the association. 

M. H. Zacharias, chairman of the edu- 
cational committee, has asked to be re- 
lieved because of the pressure of his 
duties as head of the entertainment com- 
mittee, which devolve upon him through 
the vice-presidency. Another committee 
will be named soon. 

The lecture committee has an appoint- 
ment with the superintendent of schools, 
at which it will present as examples of 
the lectures which will be delivered to 
Detroit students, the recent lectures de- 
livered at the Western Reserve Uni- 
versity in Cleveland, and at Syracuse 
University. 


SALE OF COSMOPOLITAN ASSETS 

Tuesday at the close of the auction sale 
of the assets of the Cosmopolitan Life of 
Atlanta, Ga., the highest bid was $354,000, 
filed by the reorganization committee rep- 
resenting a majority of the stockholders. 
The next highest bid was $353,000, made 
by H. H. Simpson and associates, repre- 
senting a small minority of the stock- 
holders. The Assets Realization Company 
of Chicago did not increase its bid of 
$210,000 filed Monday, taking the ground 
that the other bids were not in accord 
with the order of court. The insurance 
commissioner of Georgia recommended the 
acceptance of the bid of the reorganization 
committee and the matter is now in the 
hands of the court for final decision. 


SAN ANTONIO LIFE’S YEAR 

The San Antonio Life of Texas, through 
President Henry A. Hodge, has presented 
its annual figures. The assets are $543,- 
014, gain $58,099; surplus, $388,521; insur- 
ance in force $4,715,584, gain $631,934.

Association of Life Insurance Presi- 
dents Keeping in Touch With 
Legislative Situation 





Applications for membership and dis- 
cussion of the legislative situation were 
among the matters before the executive 
committee of the Association of Life 
Insurance Presidents at its meeting on 
March 7. 

By a unanimous vote the Manhat- 
tan Life and the Columbian National 
Life were elected to membership in 
the association. 

That this year promises to establish 
a high mark in the number of legisla- 
tive bills affecting the business of life 
insurance is indicated by reports made 
to the executive committee. Up to 
March 7 the association found it neces- 
sary to examine 1,451 bills, while notice 
had been received of 71 more in transit, 
making a total of 1,522. Of the 40 
legislatures that were in session in 
January, 10 have adjourned or are about 
to adjourn. 

Compulsory Investment 

Thus far this year eight compulsory 
investment bills have been introduced 
in six states. Bills presenting new 
insurance codes or proposing general 
code revisions have been introduced in 
six states. There are fourteen tax 
bills in eight states. Twenty-four bills 
establishing state life insurance sys- 
tems along the lines of the Wisconsin 
law have been presented in thirteen 
states. There are eighteen bills rela- 
tive to rebating and twisting in thir- 
teen states and thirty-four relative to 
mortgage taxes in seventeen states. 

Reports were made as to the status 
of the movements in various states for 
better vital statistics registration laws. 





Aikin Succeeds Upjohn 

The Pacific Mutual Life has appoint- 
ed William ©. Aikin general agent for 
the life department at Louisville, Ky. 
He succeeds U. C. Upjohn, who is un- 
derstood to be preparing to locate on 
the Pacific Coast. Mr. Aikin has been 
connected with the Massachusetts Mu- 
tual general agency at Louisville.

IS UP TO ATTORNEY-GENERAL 


Commissioner Palmer of Michigan to 
Get Opinion on Michigan State- 
Lincoln Life Deal 


Detroit, March 10 — (Special) — 
Whether or not the Michigan depart- 
ment will make any move in the pro- 
osed merger of the Michigan State 
Life with the Lincoln National is up 
to the attorney-general. Commis- 
sioner Palmer has conducted a little in- 
vestigation of the sale of the Frederick 
Apps stock, and says he is in doubt 
as to what actually took place, and has 
sent the results of his inquiry to Attor- 
ney-General Fellows for a legal opin- 
ion. 

The question at issue is whether the 
purchase of the Michigan State Life 
control by stockholders of the Lincoln 
National is to be regarded as a pur- 
chase by the Lincoln National itself, 
under the intent of the Michigan law 
which prohibits a corporation from buy- 
ing the stock of another with the pur- 
pose of securing control of it, without 
authority from the state. The state is 
empowered to grant authority for the 
purchase of one company by another in 
cases where the absorption of a weak 
company by a strong one manifestly 
would be for the benefit of the stock- 
holders and the public. 

Commissioner Palmer states that he 
is doing only what the law requires of 
him—safeguarding the interests of the 
minority stockholders and requiring the 
officers of the companies concerned to 
observe the provisions of the law rela- 
tive to the consolidation of corpora- 
tions. 











USED THEEAT OF EXPOSURE 

Competition in insurance matters has 
become so fierce in Wayne county, Neb., 
that some of the representatives of com- 
panies there have carried their fight into 
the personality stage. This week State 
Auditor Howard received a protest against 
the methods used by a man by the name 
of Steele in which the latter had threat- 
ened to disclose some of the past life of 
the man making the protest and further 
to put him out of business if he did not 
cease his work. The letter was written 
to a man by the name of Stevenson, who 
was cashier of the Wayne county bank, 
who enclosed the letter to the state 
auditor with a sworn statement that he 
had received the same. 

Steele was notified to appear before the 
state auditor and gave as his excuse for 
writing the letter that “sometimes a man 
gets mad and says or does things that 
he wishes later he had not said or done.” 
A further hearing was had on March 12.

OPINION ON FRATERNALS 


CAN NOT HAVE TWO GROUPS 





Special Counsel for the Illinois De- 
partment Gives Its Ruling on 
the State Law 





At the request of Superintendent 
Potter of the Illinois department, the 
firm of Stead, Lincoln & Fitch of Chi- 
cago, of which former Attorney Gen- 
eral Stead is the head, acting as spe- 
cial counsel for the insurance depart- 
ment, has given it an opinion relative 
to the authority of a fraternal society 
under the present law governing these 
concerns to divide the membership 
into two groups with reference to the 
payment of benefits, in accordance with 
amended sections 23a and 24a of the 
Mobile bill. It was thought by Super- 
intendent Potter that if the Mobile bill 
should not be passed by the [Illinois 
General Assembly it . # be possible 
that the present statute would give the 
governing body of a fraternal order 
of this kind sufficient authority to 
create two classes of members, on pay- 
ing the current cost of mortality on its 
own class and the other paying an ade- 
quate rate. Each member, of course, 
would be given the right to select the 
class to which he desired to belong, 
and members of the current cost class 
would have the right at any time to 
transfer their membership to the ade- 
‘quate rate class. The funds of each 
class, of course, must be segregated and 
all new members given the privilege of 
joining either of the two classes. 

Current Cost Plan Prevails 

Stead, Lincoln & Fitch, however, hold 
that the present act does not contem- 
plate the building of a surplus under 
the provisions of Section 1 of the fra- 
ternal act amounting to much more 
than a safety fund to provide for spe- 
cial emergencies. The opinion of coun- 
sel is to the effect that the Illinois stat- 
ute governing these societies, taken as 
a whole, means that they are to be op- 
erated on the current cost plan, and for 
that reason the act does not give au- 
thority to the governing body of any 
fraternal to create the two classes of 
members designated above. Accordin 
to this holding it is clear that it wi 
be necessary to pass the Mobile bill 
with the New York amendments sug- 
gested by the National Convention of 
Insurance Commissioners if these or- 
ders are to be given an opportunity to 
perpetuate themselves. 





American Temperance Life Figures 

The annual statement of the Ameri- 
can Temperance Life of New York 
shows assets $199,012, reserve $68,109, 
surplus $71,053, balance to protect pol- 
icyholders, $139,162. Its new business 
last year was $571,925 and its insurance 
in force is $5,592,900.

SUITS IN OKLAHOMA TANGLE 





Home Life Brings Action Against 
Amalgamated Corporations for 
$150,000—Other Cases

As the latest development in the 
contest for control of the Home Life 
of Oklahoma City, suit for $150,000 
damages has been filed by the company 
against the Amalgamated Insurance 
Corporations of Indianapolis. This 
suit follows an application in the su- 
perior court at Oklahoma City for an 
injunction against the Amalgamated, 
restraining it from doing the acts now 
complained of, and the application for 
a receiver for the Home Life filed in 
the federal court at Guthrie by the 
Amalgamated. ; 

In the receivership case a waiver of 
summons and appearance was filed by 
James O. Parker, president of the 
Home Life, but _in the damage suit it 
is alleged that Parker is a creature of 
the Amalgamated and was elected to 
that office after the Amalgamated had 
obtained control of its stock. 

It is further alleged by the plaintiff 
company that the Amalgamated is at- 
tempting to freeze out the stockholders 
of the Home Life and to form a com- 
bination of that company, the Shawnee 
Life of Oklahoma, the Anchor Life of 
Maine and the Bankers Credit Company 
of Oklahoma by using the Amalgamated 
as a holding company. 

It is claimed that the officers of the 
Amalgamated conspired to make it a hold- 
ing company and to create a monopoly 
about Aug. 1, 1912, and that in further- 
ance of their plans they obtained 62 per- 
cent of the capital stock of the Home 
Life Company. Thereafter they are al- 
leged to have elected Parker as president 
of the company and since then it is as- 
serted that he has acted in such a man- 
ner as to damage the credit of the Home 
and to decrease the value of the stock, 
which is alleged to have been worth more 
than par at the time of the alleged mo- 
nopoly.

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DR. WELLS ON SELECTION 


THIRD UNIVERSITY LECTURE 





Work of Medical Department Discussed 
By Equitable Director in Course at 
Western Reserve 





Last week Dr. Franklin C. Wells, 
senior medical director of the Equit- 
able Life of New York, delivered the 
third lecture of the life insurance 
course at Western Reserve University, 
Cleveland, on “The Selection of Lives— 
Medical, Moral and Substandard.” Dr. 
Wells opened his address by humor- 
ously expressing surprise that a repre- 
sentative of the medical department 
of a company should have been invited 
to speak to a_ body of agents and 
students taking instruction to fit them 
for field work. The doctor is the man 
who is interested in keeping applicants 
out, he said, while the agent’s work 
is to get them in. Seriously, he said 
that some agents feel that the only 
function of the medical department is 
to find some reason for declining the 
applications secured by them. It is 
true, he said, that the views of the 
agents and the medical representatives 
are widely different, but in all phases 
of life various people secure widely 
differing views because of the varia- 
tion in the angle of vision. 

Necessity of Examination 

Dr. Wells illustrated the importance of 
the medical examination by reference to 
the purchase of real estate or other prop- 
erty. No one would think of paying his 
money for a piece of property without the 
guaranty of a clear title and being con- 
vinced that the value is approximately, at 
least, equal to the sum paid for it. It is 
equally important that a careful examina- 
tion be made of the human being in which 
the company is investing a certain amount 
of money. Without such an investigation 
the companies would be completely at sea 
as to future expectations and both their in- 
vestments and reserves would be placed 
in the position of uncertain quantities. 

Dr. Wells referred to the investigation 
of insured risks made several years ago 
by the American companies and read 
some of the data that was compiled from 
this work. The principal figures related 
to the increasing death rate as the mem- 
bers of the various classes advance in 
years. These figures were compared with 
a like number of uninsured persons and 
the differences noted. Medical selection, 
he said, makes itself felt for the first 
five years of the lives of the risks, but 
after that the death rate is not so dif- 
ferent from that of other lives. 

Self-Selection Explained 

Self-selection or adverse experience was 
clearly explained by the speaker, who 
referred to the fact, noted in one of the 
former lectures, that the death rate is 
high among those choosing policies 
carrying the lower premium rates, while 
it is materially lower among those se- 
lecting endowment or some other in- 





surance on which the premuims are 
much higher. The speaker here indi- 
cated the impossibility of maintaining 
an assessment company on a low rate 
through the influx of new members. These 
things all have a bearing upon the cost 


of insurance and the future, with its 
possibilities, must be taken into con- 
sideration. 

Data was given on the number of days 


per year policyholders are ill. The in- 
formation was taken from an average 
of a certain number of risks, as are 
all other figures relating to life insur- 
ance, 

Long Lives of Some Rejected Risks 

Dr. Wells discussed the fact that many 
risks turned down by the medical exam- 
iners have lived to a good old age and 
that, on the other hand, others that were 
passed without question died within the 
first year. These cases seem like anoma- 
lies and in some instances may represent 
mistakes, but the average of life gov- 
erms the selection and the medical de- 
partments base their decisions upon data 
gathered from long experience. 

Ruin would follow relaxation of medi- 
cal work in the life insurance offices, 
said Dr. Wells. The members of the 
medical departments of the companies are 
really very careful in their examinations 
and the business departments must de- 
pend upon the decisions of the doctors 
for their success. The actuarial depart- 
ments are also dependent upon the care 
taken by the medical departments and 
there must be co-operation to reach the 
successful basis upon which the great 
companies are now operating. 

Reduction of Death Rate 


Many influences are at work to reduce 
the death rate, said the speaker. Cities 
are providing better water and using 
more care in the removal and destruction 
of garbage, waste and filth from the 
streets and districts where such things 
are likely to accumulate. The importarice 
of taking care of the physical body is 
being taught and hygienic influences are 
being gradually extended. Antitoxins are 
being used successfully in combating 
many diseases and surgery is accom- 
plishing much in saving life. The in- 
vestigations and researches made by the 
companies are proving valuable, as is 
the system of nursing that is being in- 
troduced by some. Nothwithstanding 
all this, however, mortality from a few 
diseases is increasing, but in many others 
a decrease has been shown. 

Women improve as risks as the policies 
grow older, according to the data col- 
lected by the companies, but men are the 
best risks right after the policies are 
issued. 

Selection by Agent 

The agent’s responsibility as the orig- 
inal selector of risks was discussed from 
the company’s point of view and with 
special relation to the medical depart- 
ment. Due diligence should be used in 
the first selections, Dr. Wells said, and 
honest, safe risks should be proposed to 
the company, such as will keep the divi- 
dends up and the conditions good. 

In discussing the surprise created by 
the rejection of certain risks that appear 
to be the best, the speaker said there is 
a vast difference between an applicant’s 
present physical condition and his prob- 
able condition in ten or fifteen years. 
The germ for future impairment may be 
present when the first examination is 
made, but may not have shown the slight- 
est effect at the time. Later on, however, 
it may develop and finally result in a 
loss. In order to maintain the average,

For this 
reason, the family history is investigated 
and the applicant’s personal habits are 
closely scrutinized. Agents should un- 
derstand these things in order to make 
good selections and also to understand 
why — are occasionally refused 
when they seem to all outside appearances 
te be good risks. 
Faults in the Machine 

The human body was compared with a 
delicate machine in order to illustrate 
the necessity of making a careful exam- 
ination. It is necessary that each part 
be in perfect order and that all work 
in harmony. If they do not, then there 
is yee wrong. Each organ should 
do its portion of the work properly, if 
the entire body is to be maintained in a 
normal condition. In making this com- 
parison, Dr. Wells described the heart 
action and some of the troubles that 
sometimes occur with the organ, and 
discussed certain diseases of the kidneys 
and other portions of the body. 

Few Men Die Suddenly 

Among other things, the abuse of the 
deljcate human machine by its owner 
was mentioned. One of the first ques- 
tions asked by the medical department, 
said the speaker, is: “How is the owner 
of this machine using it?” This is the 
moral hazard in life insurance. Just as 
with the machine, the body may be ‘orced 
along at too high a pressure and the 
injury caused by such procedure may be 
irreparable. 

Few men die suddenly, asserted Dr. 
Wells. They may stop suddenly, but the 
body has, in_ most cases, »een running 
down, been dying for years. Excessive 
work, worry or something else hes im- 
paired the machinery and finally it has 
worn out and stopped. Such deatlis are 
ge A termed sudden, but really they 
are not. 


Handling Impaired Risks 

yn y | impaired risks was discussed 
in a very interesting manner. Some com- 
panies handle them as substandard and 
charge a rate in proportion to the im- 
pairment as a class. Others, however, take 
these risks and bring them up to stand- 
ard by adding a certain number of years 
to the life of the policy. This does away 
with the substandard idea and places all 
risks on an equality, so far as the pos- 
sibilities for the future are concerned. 

Conditions are so changing as to in- 
crease longevity. However. much more 
can be done to improve the conditions. 
It is estimated fhat at the present time 
3,000,000 people in the United States are 
il. Half of these cases are preventable. 
About 650,000 of the persons ill will die. 
Had proper precautions been taken, a 
large proportion cof the deaths could have 
been prevented. State and national gov- 
ernments are taking steps to conserve 
the resources of the country and some- 
thing has been done toward the conserva- 
tion of life, but there still remain many 
things that have not been done. It is 
hoped that some day such laws will be 
enacted and such aid extended as will 
result in a great improvement in the 
health of the nations and the longevity of 
the people.

BIG MEETING AT CLEVELAND 
Metropolitan Life Men of the “Big 


Four” District Gather in Tri- 
ennial Conclave 











The triennial convention of the field 
representatives of the Metropolitan 
Life in what is known as the Big Four 
District was held at the Hotel Statler, 
Cleveland, last week. This territory 
consists of ten districts in northern 
Ohio and Wheeling, W. Va. A busi- 
ness meeting was held in the after- 
noon and a banquet in the evening. 

In all about 300 persons were pres+ 
ent. This number included something 
like forty physicians, medical exam- 
iners, who met in conference with Dr. 
A. S. Knight, one of the company’s 
medical directors. 

The business meeting, held in the lat- 
tice room, was in charge of Superin- 
tendent of Agencies John H. Immell. 
Mr. Immell and F. O. Ayers, fourth 
vice-president of the company, both 
made addresses. There were also dis- 
cussions and suggestions by the super- 
intendents and agents—a kind of in- 
formal meeting for the good of the 
field force in general. 

The banquet in the big ball room on 
the second floor at 5:30 was a very pleas- 


ant affair, with Vice-President Haley 
Fiske in the position of honor. Gathered 


about the board were a number of other 


officers of the company and a score of 
prominent men of the city, as guests. 

From an _ insurance standpoint, as 
viewed from the modern ways of con- 
ducting the business, the feature of the 
evening was the address of Vice-President 
Fiske, who spoke on “Development of the 
Welfare Work of the Company.” The 
various plans that have been adopted for 
conserving the life and health of both 
policyholders and employes were dis- 
cussed. The work of the visiting nurses 
has become very important. In Cleveland 
alone three nurses give their entire time 
to the work of the company. Mr. Fiske 
told of the progress in the construction 
of the sanitarium being erected by the 
company at Mt. MacGregor for the use 
of the employes who now number 16,000, 
including the district officers throughout 
the country.

SIX NEW LIBERAL FEATURES 
Ratio Life of Iowa Attaching Rider 
Pending 


Issuance of New Policy 
Forms 








Liberalization of all policy forms in 
six important provisions have been 
decided upon by the Equitable Life 
of Iowa. In addition to the payment 
of a dividend on receipts of the second 
annual premium the changes are as fol- 
lows: Elimination of the interest 
charge on premiums during the days 
of grace; reduction of the period dur- 
ing which the contract may be con- 
tested from two years to one; reduc- 
tion of the suicide period from two 
years to one; elimination of restric- 
tions as to travel; provision for mak- 
ing all instalment options participating. 

As yet the new forms have not 
been prepared and these changes are 
being made for the present by the at- 
tachment of riders to all contracts. 
The rider is also permitted on policies 
issued since the first of the present 
month. Premium rates, cash loan and 
extended insurance values all remain 
the same. 

Considerable care is being taken in 
the preparation of the monthly instal- 
ment contract and agents are being 
permitted to sell the present forms with 
the privilege of exchanging for the 
monthly instalment contract when it is 
issued. 


Gets Georgia Life’s Business 

With the full approval of the Georgia 
department the Maryland Life of Bal- 
timore has reinsured, as of March 1, 
the entire life department of the 
Georgia Life of Macon; Ga. The busi- 
ness taken over totals $2,910,635 of in- 
surance in force, the reserves on which 
amount to $82,464. It is understood 
that the Maryland paid approximately 
$35,000 for this business. 


The Georgia Life operated under the 
reserve deposit law of that state and the 
full amount of the reserves, in approved 
securities, is on deposit with the state 
treasurer of Georgia. This deposit will 
be maintained by the Maryland and will 
be increased from time to time as may 
be necessary as long as the Georgia’s 
policies remain in force. The continuance 
of the deposit is a stipulation of each 
and every policy contract. 

The full plans of the Maryland Life in 
taking over this business have not _-- 
announced, but a temporary office ha 
been opened in the Georgia Life building 
at Macon and the Maryland is already 
receiving premiums and issuing receipts.

PIONEER OFFICERS INDICTED 


Charge of Conspiracy To Defraud Is 
Made Against — Sutton and 
mi 





Officers of the Pioneer Life of Pekin, 
Ill, and of the American General 
Agency Company were indicted last 
week on the charge of conspiracy to 
defraud, and one, O. A. Smith, general 
counsel for the companies, was indicted 
also on an embezzlement charge. The 
others indicted are George L. Colburn 
and M. W. Sutton, president and vice- 

resident. Smith was arrested and re- 

eased on $6,000 bail, but Colburn and 
Sutton have not been apprehended. 
Colburn is now under $10,000 bail at 
St. Louis on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud in connection with 
one of his land schemes. He is some- 
where in the south at present. Sutton 
is somewhere in Iowa. 

The indictments grow out of a transac- 
tion revealed en the Pioneer was 
placed in the hands of a receiver. The 
Pioneer Life paid the American General 
Agency Company $25,000 in the settle- 
ment under a general agency contract 
and it is understood the claim will be 
made that this $25,000 went into the 
pockets of the. officers of the company, 
or that Coburn, Sutton and Smith shared 
in the division of part or all of it. In 
addition it is claimed that $43,000 of the 
funds of the company disappeared with 
no trace left of it and that the story of 
how the affairs of the two companies were 
juggled will make an interesting story 
when the cases come to trial. 

It is claimed the books of com- 
pany show receipts of $196, 200° aes the 
story of what became of it will be one of 
the features of the trial. 


Wyoming Bill Bills Killed 

Some of the life insurance men have 
done effective work in defeating un- 
desirable legislation in Wyoming. 
House bill No. 24, introduced in the 
legislature there provided, among other 
things that companies should invest 50 
percent of the reserves on Wyoming 
policies in Wyoming securities. An- 
other bill provided that an agent must 
legally reside in the state before he 
could solicit business in Wyoming. 
These bills had passed the House with 
very little opposition. The life insur- 
ance men then took up the matter with 
the Senate and some effective influence 
was brought to bear and they were de- 
feated. The insurance men who ren- 
dered excellent service in this regard 
were Homer Bostwick of the New 
York Life at Butte, Mont.; J. T. Nor- 
ton of the Mutual Life at Denver; F. 
E. Wilson of the Mutual Life at Chey-

mail. In this shape the bill was passed. 

The proposed life fund bill which 
has been pending in the Kansas senate 
was killed last Monday. Kansas there- 
fore will not go into the life insurance 
business. The measure was recom- 
mended by the senate committee on 
insurance and was passed by that body. 
It met defeat in the house. 


Several life insurance measures of im- 
portance, together with others that were 
being bitterly opposed by life insurance 
men, died on the calendars of the Kansas 
houses of the legislature late last week 
when the houses, by concurrent resolu- 
tion, stopped the consideration of original 
bills and resolutions. 

Among the bills that died, as was 
feared, was the measure prohibiting re- 
bating, twisting, misrepresentation and 
embezzlement in life insurance, which was 
introduced too late in the session to re- 
ceive much consideration. The adminis- 
tration’s bill providing for automatic non- 
forfeiture value clauses in life insurance 
policies met a similar fate with the com- 
panion bill providing for a standard of 
valuation for all licfés issued in the 
state. The latter bill was killed on ac- 
count of the mix-up early last week when 
it was discovered that it was not the bill 
supported by the Life Presidents’ Asso- 
ciation. Its companion, the nonforfeiture 
values bill, died with it. 

Perhaps the most preposterous measure 
to die a natural death was the state fra- 
ternal benefit association bill, introduced 
in the senate. Even the author of the 
measure did not particularly urge its 
consideration in the closing hours of the 
session, and no one was near to shed any 
tears when it gave up the ghost. 





DIVIDENDS PAYABLE IN 1913 


Figures for Four Ages on Principal 
Forms Issued by United States 
Annuity & Life of Chicago 


The United States Annuity & Life 
of Chicago is paying dividends as fol- 
lows during the present year. The 
first dividend is small, owing to the 
deduction from the earnings of the 
medical examination fees and other 
charges in accordance with the word- 
ing of the policy. In comparison of 
dividends on the 20-payment and 20- 
year endowment policies regard should 
be shown for the guaranteed additions 
which are made. On the 20-payment 
life these are $29 per year per thousand 
for the period of payment. In other 
words the first year addition is a 18- 
year term addition, the second an 18- 
year term addition, etc. Such additions 
permit borrowing on the policy during 
the premium paying period without im- 
pairing its face value. The annual ad- 
ditions at age 35 on a 20-year endow- 
ment are $50 a year.

Iowa Policy Changes Up 
The bill introduced in the Iowa 


senate by Senator Cowles at the re- 
quest of the state insurance départment 
makes some important amendments to 
the Iowa laws governing life insurance. 
It provides, for instance, that life in- 
surance companies may have six 
months in which to pay demands for 
cash surrender value of policies. Many 
companies have asked for such pro- 
visions so that any “runs” in time of 
panic might be avoided. : 

It is also provided that when an in- 
sured misstates his age in making ap- 
plication for life insurance, the com- 
pany upon finding it out may deduct 
from the face value an amount suffi- 
cient to make up the difference be- 
tween what he paid and what he should 
have paid in premiums. 

There are other remedial amend- 
ments provided which Commissioner 
Byrkit says are necessary in affording 








proper protection of policyholders and 
companies as well. 


Columbus Meeting Friday 

The regular March meeting of the 
Life Underwriters’ Association of Col- 
umbus, Ohio, will be held Feb. 14 at 
the office of the Aetna Life in the Hart- 
man building. 

This is to be a meeting for members 
only and is in charge of the entertain- 
ment committee, which has promised 
some unique features. The general 
topic will be “Creative Soliciting.” 

The committee appointed to revise 
the constitution and by-laws will report 
at this meeting and several changes 
which they propose will be acted upon. 








Term Extension Rule 


The New York Life says as to its 
term extension rule on highly impaired 
risks and hazardous occupations: 


Under the new form of policy, term 
extension will not be granted where the 
lives are seriously impaired. Whenever 
the rule of the company forbids the 
granting of disability benefit under haz- 
ardous occupations, the term extension 
will be eliminated. According to our 
“Occupation” pamphlet, the disability 
benefits are not granted in those occupa- 
tions where a larger advance in age than 
five years is made. Those in the liquor 
business, however, who are limited to 10, 
15 and 20 year endowments with eight 
years advance in age, are considered for 
the disability benefits and term extension: 
and those in fhe railroad business and 
in city fire department, who are charged 
five years advance in age, will not be 
granted these benefits.

Injurious Acts Not Binding 


Qualifying the ordinary rule that a 
principal is bound by the acts of his 
agent, the Kentucky court of appeals 
in the case of Eades vs. Security Life 
of Chicago holds that if the conduct 
and representations of the agent are 
not in furtherance of his principal's 
business, but are positively hurtful or 
inimical to the rights of the principal, 
it can not be said that a reasonably 
prudent man having dealings with the 
agent would have the right to suppose 
that the agent was acting on the au- 
thority of the principal. | 

Mareau O. Estes, general agent of the 
Security Life, formed the Standard Trust 
Company at Nashville, Tenn. This trust 
company made an offer to Charles E. 
Eades that if he would pay a part of the 
first year’s premium on a $5,000 policy 
and assign the policy to the trust com- 
pany, he would have to y no more 
premiums, the trust company undertaking 
to carry the policy to maturity. 

Eades paid $80 on a $339 premium, and 
before the second premium became due 
the trust company went out of business. 
Eades was notified that the premium was 
due, but relied on his contract with the 
trust company. Before the premium was 
paid Eades died and his widow sued the 
Security Life, claiming it was bound by 
the agreement of the trust company. 
The lower court gave judgment for the 
widow, but this was reversed by the court 
of appeals.

SYNOPSIS OF OHIO 
COMPENSATION LAW 


Measure Which, on January 1, 1914, Will Put a Stop to the Writing 
of Employers’ Liability Insurance in Buckeye State 
and Give State Board a Practical Monopoly of 
W orkmen’s Compensation Insurance 





to print the full text of the new 

compulsory workmen’s compen- 
sation bill in Ohio giving the state a 
monopoly of the employers’ liability 
business, but it was found that it 
would take nearly four solid pages of 
the paper printed in nonpariel type. 
Below is presented a very carefully 
prepared synopsis of the bill, which it 
is believed will serve most of the pur- 
poses of a full transcript. Ohio agents 
particularly should study this new law 
and be prepared to explain its provi- 
sions to their patrons. The new law, 
which becomes effective Jan. 1, 1914, 
supplements the one which has been in 
operation for some time in Ohio pro- 
viding for voluntary contribution to 
the state fund. This law which has 
been on the books some time can easily 
be secured. There is another bill pend- 
ing which will probably be passed abol- 
ishing the present state liability board 
of awards and consolidating it with a 
new board to be known as the state in- 
dustrial commission. There are sixty 
sections to the bill, of which the fol- 
lowing is a synopsis: 

Main and Branch Offices 

The main office of the board shall be 
in Columbus and it is empowered to estab- 
lish branch offices in the other cities of 
the state as it shall deem proper. It is 
likely that the state will be districted and 
that quite a large number of offices will 
be maintained. All necessary expenses 
are paid out of the state treasury, leav- 
ing the entire fund to be distributed for 
benefits. 

The board is empowered to hold ses- 
sions any place within the state. It may 
employ a secretary, actuaries, accountants, 
inspectors, examiners, experts, clerks, 
physicians, stenographers, etc., and fix 
their compensation, subject to approval by 
the governor. These employes may travel 
at the expense of the state and the mem- 
bers of the board may confer and meet 
with officers of other states and of the 
United States at the expense of the state. 

Affects All Employing Five or More 

Section 4 provides that every employer 
in the state shall furnish the board upon 
request all information required by it and 
in the month of January of each year 
everyone employing five or more regularly 
in the same business, or in or about the 
same establishment, shall mail to the 
board at Columbus information as to the 
number of employes during the preceding 
year, the number employed at each kind 
of employment, and the aggregate amount 
of wages paid, blanks for this purpose to 
be furnished free by the board. The 
board may require that the information 
furnished be verified under oath and re- 
turned within the period fixed by law and 
it shall have the right to examine under 
oath any employer or employe. The pen- 
ay for failure or refusal is $500, to be 
collected in a civil action, brought in the 
name of the state, and when collected to 
be paid into the state insurance fund. 
‘ane information so furnished to the board 
shall be private and shall not be used in 
any court unless the board is a rty to 
the proceedings, but the information may 
be tabulated and published by the depart- 
ment in statistical form. Any employe of 
the board divulging information shall be 
fined not less than S100 or more than $500 
and shall be et from holding any 
appointment with the board. 

Shall Classify Occupations 

Section 6 provides that the board shall 
classify occupations with respect to their 
degree of hazard and fix the rates of pre- 
miums based upon the total pay roll and 
number of employes in each of said 
classes of occupations sufficiently large to 
provide an adequate fund to be main- 
tained from year to year. In order to fix 
rates and maintain a reasonable surplus 
the board is required to keep an accurate 
account of the money paid in premiums 
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in each of the classes and the disburse- 
ments on account of injuries and death of 
employes, and also the records of pre- 
miums and losses from each individual 
employer. 

Ten percent of the money heretofore 
paid in and of all that may be paid in 
shall be set aside for surplus until the 
surplus reaches $100,000, after which five 
percent shall be paid to surplus until 
the board deems the surplus sufficiently 


large. 
Rate Readjustments 

On the first of July, 1914, and semi- 
annually thereafter a readjustment of the 
rates shall be made for each of the classes 
which in the judgment of the board have 
developed an average loss ratio. Should 
any accounting show a balance remaining 
to the credit of any class premium rates 
shall be reduced and each member of the 
class who has been a subscriber for six 
months or longer and whose premium ex- 
ceeds the amount of the disbursement to 
his employes during the period shall re- 
ceive a credit on the premium next due 
from him. 

The board has power to adopt its own 
rules with respect to the collection, main- 
tenance and disbursement of the fund, 
one of which shall provide that in the 
event the amount of premiums collected 
from any employer at the beginning of 
any period of six months is calculated 
by using the estimated expenditure of 
wages for the period of time covered by 
said premium payments as a basis, an 
adjustment of the amount of premium 
shall be made to accord with the amount 
of actual expenditures of wages for the 
period; should the wage expenditure be 
less than the amount estimated the em- 
ployer shall receive a refunder and should 
it be more he shall pay the difference. 


State Treasurer Made Custodian 


The state treasurer is made the cus- 
todian of the funds and all disbursements 
shall be paid by him upon vouchers 
authorized by the board and signed by 
any two of its members; or the vouchers 
may bear the facsimile signatures of the 
board members printed thereon and the 
signature of the chief of the auditing de- 
partment. The fund is to be treated the 
same as other state funds with regard to 
investments and all interest earned is to 
be credited to the fund. It may be in- 
vested in government bonds, bends of the 
state of Ohio, or of any county, city, vil- 
lage, or school district of Ohio at current 
market prices, the purchase to be author- 
ized by a resolution of the board ap- 
proved by the governor; and it shall be 
the duty of the boards or officers of the 
several taxing districts to offer to the 
liability board, prior to advertising the 
same for sale, all such issues as may not 
have been taken by the trustees of the 
sinking fund. The state treasurer shall 
be custodian of the securities and it shall 
be his duty to collect the interest and 
principal when they become due. The 
board may sell any of said bonds upon 
resolution. 

The state treasurer is required to give 
separate and additional bond in such

for the faithful performance of duties 
as custodian of the state fund. 

Who Are Employers? 

Section 13 provides that the following 
a constitute employers subject to the 
ac 

1. The state and each county, city, 
township, incorporated village and school 
district. 

2. Every person, firm and private cor- 
poration including any public service 
corporation that has five or more em- 
ployes. 

The only exemptions are policemen or 
firemen in cities where pension funds for 
them are now, or hereafter may be, estab- 
lished and maintained by municipal au- 
thority under existing laws and in an 
person whose employment is but casual, 
or not in the usual course of trade, busi- 
ness, profesion, or occupation of his em- 


ployer. 
As to Public Employes 

The state, each county, city, township, 
village and school district shall contribute 
unless otherwise provided by law, one per 
cent of the amount of annual wages paid 
to the fund. On the first day of each 
regular session of the General Assembly, 
the board shall submit an estimate of the 
aggregate amount necessary to be con- 
tributed by the state during the two years 
next ensuing as its proper portion of the 
fund, and in ember of each year the 
auditor of state shall prepare a list for 
each county showing the amount expended 
by each township, city, village, school dis- 
trict or other taxing districts and file a 
copy of each such list with each county 
auditor and copies of all such lists with 
the state treasurer. The following Jan- 
uary, beginning January, 1914, the county 
auditor shall issue his warrant in favor 
of the state treasurer for the aggregate 
amount due from such county and the tax- 
ing districts therein and the county treas- 
urer shall pay the amount. When default 
is made in payment or any official neglects 
to perform his duty the liability board 
shall institute proper proceedings in court 
to compel payment. Separate account is 
to be kept by the board of the money paid 
into the fund by the state and its political 
subdivisions. 

Direct Payment by Employers 

Payments shall be made to the fund in 
the month of January, 1914, and semi- 
annually thereafter, except in the case of 
those employers who are already con- 
tributing to the state fund who shall con- 
tinue their present premium payments. 
Such employers who will abide by the 
rules of the state board and as may be of 
sufficient financial ability to render cer- 
tain the payment of the compensation, or 
such employers as maintain benefit funds 
or jointly with other employers maintain 
mutual associations to which their em- 
ployes are not required or permitted di- 
rectly or indirectly to contribute, may, 
upon a finding of such facts by the state 
board elect to pay individually or from 
such benefit fund department or associa- 
tion; and the state board may require 
such bond as it may deem proper, such 
compensation as shall in no event be less 
than that furnished by the state fund; 
and the board shall make rules governing 
these cases, the only other requirement be- 
ing that employers working outside the 
state fund shall contribute their share 
of the surplus of either ten percent or five 
percent, as required by the board. 

The board has power to change or 
modify its finding of facts herein provided 
for, if in its judgment such action is 
necessary. 

Optional for Small Employers 


Employers who have less than five 
workmen who shall pay into the state 
fund shall not be liable to respond in dam- 
ages at common law or by statute, pro- 
vided the injured employe has remained 
in his service with notice that his em- 
ployer has paid into the state fund. 

Each employer shall post in conspicuous 
places about his place of business notices 
that he has complied with the rules and 
regulations of the board and has been 
authorized to compensate his employes 
directly; these notices when so posted 
shall constitute sufficient notice to his 
employes that he has complied with the 
elective provision. All employers elect 
directly to compensate their injured em- 
ployes at least the same compensation 
awarded by the state and if he has agreed 
to pay any greater compensation, he shall 
be required to pay that. Such payments 
shall be in lieu of any and all rights of 
action whatsoever against the employer 
of such injured or killed employes. 

Those Who Fail to Comply 

An employer who fails to comply with 
the provisions shall not be entitled to the 
benefits of the act during the period of 
noncompliance, shall not avail himself of 
the following common law defenses: the 
defence of the fellow servant rule, the de- 
fense of the assumption of risk or the 
defense of contributory negligence, and 
also any of his employes may, in lieu of 





proceeding nst him by civil action in 
the courts, file his action with the state 
board for compensation in accordance with 
the terms of this act and the board shall 
hear such application in like manner as 
in other claims before the board; the 
amount shall be paid within ten days 
after receiving notice from the board and 
in event of failure to pay the same shall 
constitute a liquidated claim for damages, 
which, with an added penalty of 50 per- 
cent, may be recovered in an action in 
the name of the state for the benefit of 
the employe. Any action or suit brought 
against any employer may be comprom- 
ised by the board or prosecuted to final 
judgment in the discretion of the board. 

In default of payment by any employer 
to the state fund the amount due shall be 
collected by civil action in the name of 
the state as plaintiff and on the first 
Monday in February, 1914, and on the 
first onday of each month thereafter, 
the state board shall certify to the attor- 
ney-general of the state the names of 
delinquents and the attorney-general shall 
then bring suit. 

Employe Has Option 

An injured employe may at his option 
either claim compensation under this act 
or institute proceedings in the court for 
his damage; such employer shall not be 
liable for any injury except as provided 
in this section and in all actions author- 
ized by this section the defendant shall 
be entitled to plead the defense of con- 
tributory negligence and the defense of 
the fellow-servant rule; and in all cases 
determined in court when a judgment is 
awarded the plaintiff the court shall fix 
the amount of fees to be paid the plaint- 
ift's attorney, any contract to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Every employe who makes application 
for an award or accepts compensation 
from an employer who elects to remain 
outside of the state fund waives his right 
to exercise his option to institute pro- 
ceedings in court, except as provid in 
section 43. Every employe who exercises 
his option to institute proceedings in 
court waives his right to any award or 
direct payment of compensation from his 
employer under section 22. 

All judgments obtained under the act 
have the same preference against the 
assets of the employer as is allowed on 
judgments rendered for claims for taxes. 

Benefits Allowed 

No compensation is allowed for the first 
week except disbursement for medical, 
nurse and hospital services and medicines, 
and for funeral expenses. 

In case of ompenaey disability the em- 
ploye shall receive 66% percent of his 
average weekly wages so long as such 
disability is total not to exceed a maxi- 
mum of $12 per week, and not less than 
a minimum of $5 per week, unless the 
employe’s wages shall be less than $5 per 
week, in which event he shall receive 
compensation equal to his full wages; but 
in no case to continue for more than six 
years from the date of the injury, or to 
exceed $3,750. 

In case of injury resulting in partial 
disability, the employe shall receive 66% 
percent of the impairment of his earning 
capacity during the continuance thereof, 
not to exceed a maximum of $12 per week, 
or a greater sum in the aggregate than 


$4,750 
Specific Benefits 

In cases included in the following 
schedule, the disability in each case shall 
be deemed to continue for the period 
specified and the compensation so paid 
for — injury shall be specified herein, 
to-wit: 

For the loss of a thumb, | percent 
of the average weekly wages during 60 
weeks; first finger, 66% percent for 35 
weks; second finger, 66% percent during 
30 weeks; third finger, 66% percent for 20 
weeks; fourth finger, 66% percent for 15 
weeks. 

The loss of the second or distal pha- 
lange of the thumb shall be considered 
to be equal to the loss of one-half of such 
thumb; the loss of more than one-half 
of such thumb shall be considered to be 
equal to the loss of the whole thumb; 
loss of the third phalange of any finger 
shall be equal to one-third of such finger; 
loss of middle phalange to two-thirds of 
such finger; loss of more than midéle 
and distal ——- of any finger shall 
be same as loss of whole finger, provided 
that in no case will amount received for 
more than one finger exceed that pro- 
vided in schedule for loss of a hand. 

For loss of the metacarpal bone (bones 
of palm) for the corresponding thumb, 
finger, or fingers as above, add ten weks 
to number of weeks as above. 

For total stiffness of or contractures 
which makes fingers more than useless 
the same number of weeks apply to such 
finger or fingers (not thumb) as given 
above. 

For loss of a hand 66% percent of the 
average weekly wage during 150 weeks; 
for loss of arm percent for 200 
weeks; for loss of great toe 66% percent 
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for 30 weeks; for loss of one of the other 
toes 66% percent for 10 weeks. 

The loss of more than two thirds of 
any toe shall be considered equal to the 
loss of the whole toe and loss of less 
than two thirds to be no loss. 

For loss of foot 66% percent for 125 
weeks; loss of leg 66% percent for 115 
weeks; for loss of eye 66% percent for 
100 weeks. 

The amounts specified are all subject to 
the limitation as to the maximum weekl 
amount payable as hereinbefore specified. 

In case of pormanest total disabitity 
the award shall be 66 percent to con- 
tinue until the death of the person, but 
not to exceed a maximum of $12 per week 
and not less than a minimum of $5 per 
week, unless the employe’s average weekly 
Wages are less than $5 per week. 

The loss of both hands or both arins, 
or both feet or both legs, or both eyes 
or of any two thereof, shall prima facie 
constitute total and permanent disability. 

In Case of Death 

In case the injury causes death within 
two years, the benefits shall be in the 
amounts and to the persors fvllowing: 

If there be no dependants, the disburse- 
ment shall be limited to the expenses pro- 
vided for in section 42. 

If there are wholly dependent persons, 
the payment shall be 66% percent of the 
average weekly wages and continue for 
the remainder of the period between the 
date of the death and six years after the 
date of the injury, and not to amount to 
more than a maximum of $3,750 or less 
than $1,500. If there are partly dependent 
persons the payment shall be 66% percent 
and continue for all or such portion of 
the period of six years after the date 
of the injury as the board in each case 
may determine, and not to amount to 
more than $3,750. 

Who Are Dependents 

The following persons shall be presumed 
to be wholly dependent for support on a 
deceased employe: a wife upon a husband 
vith whom she lives at the time of his 
death; a child or children under the age 
of 16 years (or over said age if physically 
or mentally incapacitated from earning) 
upon the parent with whom he is living 
at the time of death. In all other cases 
the question of dependency, in whole or 
in part, shall be determined in accordance 
with the facts in each particular case 
existing at the time of the injury but no 
person shall be considered dependent un 
less a member of the family or bears to 
him the relation of husband or widow, 
lineal descendant, ancestor or brother or 
sister. The word “child” shall include a 
posthumous child and a child legally 
adopted prior to the injury. 


To Whom Payments Are Made 


Benefits shall be paid to such one or 
more of the dependents for the benefit of 
all as may be determined by the board, 
which may apportion the benefits 9 | 
the dependents as it may deem just an 
equitable. Payment to a dependent subse- 
quent in right may be made, if the board 
deems it proper, and shall operate to dis- 
charge all other claims therefor. The de- 
pendent to: whom benefits are paid shall 
apply same to the use of the several 
beneficiaries in compliance with the find- 
ing of the board. Where the dependents 
are a widow and one or more minor chil- 
dren, it shall be sufficient for the widow 
to make application to the board on behalf 
of herself and minor children, and where 
all the dependents are minors the applica- 
tion s be made by the ardian or 
next friend. The average weekly wage at 
the time of injury sha taken as the 
basis upon which to compute the benefits. 
If it is established that the injured em- 








ploye was of such age and experience 
when injured as that under natural condi- 
tions his wages would be expected to in- 
crease, the fact may be considered in 
arriving at his average bly A wage. 

The powers and jurisdiction of the 
board over each case shall be continuil 
and it may from time to time make suc 
modification with respect to former find- 
ings as may be justified. It may when 
deemed desirable commute periodical 
benefits to one or more lump sum pay- 
ments. Compensation before payment 
shall be exempt from all claims or cred- 
itors and from attachment or execution 
and shall be paid only to employes or 
their dependents. 

Section 42 

Section 42, referred to twice heretofore 
in this synopsis, provides that in addition 
to the compensation provided for the 
board shall disburse from the state fund 
such amount for medical, nurse and hos- 
pital services and medicine as it may 
deem proper, not, however, in any instance 
to exceed $200; ant in case death ensues. 
reasonable funeral ro BP not to exce 
$150, and the board shall have full power 
to adopt rules and regulations with re- 
spect to furnishing medical, nurse and 
hospital services and medicine to employes 
entitled thereto. 

The board shall have full power to de- 
termine all questions within its jurisdic- 
tion and its decision shall be final, but in 
case the final action of the board denies 
the right of the claimant to participate 
at all in such fund on the ground that the 
injury was self-inflicted, that the acci- 
dent did not arise in the course of em- 
ployment, or upon any other ground going 
to the basis of the claimant’s right, then 
the claimant, within thirty days, may by 
filing his appeal in the common pleas court 
of the county wherein the injury was in- 
flicted, be entitled to a tri in the or- 
dinary way ard to a jury if he demands 
it. The prosecuting attorney shall serve 
the state board in such a case without 
additional compensation. No agreement 
by an employe to waive his right of com- 

ensation shall be valid. No agreement 

by any omer? to pay any portion of the 
premium shall be valid and any employer 
wuo deducts part of the premium from 
the wages shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 

Any employe claiming compensation 
may be required to submit himself for 
medical examination at any time and if 
he refuses to submit his right to receive 
payments shall be suspended during the 
period of his refusal. 

All Records Must Be Open 

All books, records and pay rolls of 
employers reflecting upon the amount of 
wage expenditure shall always be open 
for inspection by the board and refusal 
to submit same for inspection shall sub- 
ject the employer to a penalty of $100 for 
each offense. Any employer who mis- 
represents the amount of the pay roll 
shall be liable to the state in ten times 
the amount of the difference in premium 
paid and the amount he should have paid. 

The act shall apply to employers and 
their employes engaged in intrastate and 
also in interstate and foreign commerce, 
for whom a rule of Hability or method 
of compensation has been or may be 
established by the Congress of the United 
States, only to the extent that their 
mutual connection with intrastate work 
may and shall be clearly separable and 
distinguishable from interstate or foreign 
commerce, and then only when such em- 
ployer and any of his workmen worki 
only in this state, with the approval o 
the state Mability board, and so far as 
not forbidden by any act of Congress, 
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voluntarily accept the provisions of this 
act by fil written acceptances, which 
when filed with and approved by the 
board, shall subject the acceptors irrevoc- 
ably to the provisions of this act to all 
intents and purposes as if they had been 
originally included in its terms, during 
the period or periods for which the pre- 
miums herein provided have been d. 

Every employer shall keep a record of 
all injuries and report in writing within 
@ week upon blanks procured from the 
board. The report shall contain the name 
and nature of the business of the em- 
ployer, the location of his establishment, 
the name, address and occupation of the 
injured employe, and shall state the time, 
nature and cause of injury and such other 
information as may be required. Penalty 
for failure shall a fine or not more 
than $500 for each offense. 

Upon the request of the board the at- 
torney-general, or under his direction the 
prosecuting attorney of any county shall 
prosecute for the ard or defend it in 
his official capacity. 

Liability Companies Ruled Out 

‘All contracts or agreements entered in- 
to by any employer, the purpose of which 
is to indemnify him from loss or damage 
on account of the injury of such wg 
by accidental means or on acocunt of the 
negligence of such ompere: or his officer, 
agent or servant, shall be absolutely void 
unless they shall specifically provide for 
the payment to such injured employe of 
such amounts for medical, nurse and hos- 
pital services and medicines and such 
compensation as is provided by this act 
for injured employes; and in the event 
of death shall pay such amounts as are 
herein provided for funeral expenses and 
for compensations of the dependents of 
those par y dependent upon such em- 
ployes; and no such contract shall agree 
to indemnify such employer, other than 
hereinbefore designated, for any civil lia- 
bility for which he may be Hable on ac- 
count of the injury to his employe by the 
wilful act of such employer, his officers 
or agents, or his or their failure to 
observe any lawful requirement for the 
safety of employes. 

Report to Governor 

Annualiy on or before the 15th of De- 
cember the board under oath of at least 
two members shall make a report to the 
governor for the preceding fiscal year 
which shall include a statement of the 
number of awards made by it and a gen- 
eral statement of the causes of accidents 
leading to the injuries for which the 
awards were made, a detailed statement 
of the disbursements from the expense 
fund, and the condition of its respective 
funds, together with any other matters 
which the board deems proper to call to 
the attention of the governor, including 
any recommendations it may have to 
make, and it shall be the duty of the 
board from time to time to publish and 
distribute apnns employers and employes 
such general information as may be use- 
ful. he board shall cause to be printed 
in proper form for distribution to the 
public its classifications, rates, rules, 
regulations and rules of proceedure and 
shall furnish the same to any person 
upon application therefor. 

Final Provisions 

No injunction shall issue suspending or 
restraining any order, classification or rate 
adopted by the board, or any action of 
the auditor of state, treasurer of state,

Should any. section or provision of this 
act be decided by the courts to be uncon- 
stitutional or invalid, the same shall not 
affect the validity of the act as a whole. 

Thirty-one sections of the general code 
are repealed to take effect January 1, 1914. 





BEXTRA DIVIDEND IN CASH

NEWS OF COMPENSATION 


PROBABLE EFFECT IN OHIO 
Business Plans Will Have to Be Re- 
vamped—Other Casualty Lines 
to Be Pushed 





Ohio liability insurance men are just 
commencing to get their breath after 
the passage of the Green compulsory 
workmen’s compensation measure. Spe- 
cial agents traveling through the state 
report that local agents do not yet 
seem to realize that the bill has be- 
come a law and that it is so sweeping 
in character as to wipe out the em- 
ployers’ liability business of the state 
after Jan. 1, 1914. A great many agents 
will be affected materially, but it is 
believed that very few of them are so 
hard hit that they cannot continue with 
the other casualty lines. The law 
probably will not cut down to any 
great extent the organization or the 
forces employed. The rapid growth 
of automobile insurance has materi- 
ally assisted the companies in increas- 
ing their premiums and will go far to 
make up for the loss in employers’ 
liability. The incomes of perhaps 2,000 
agents will be affected more or less 
seriously. Some of them are already 
laying plans to push other casualty 
branches harder than ever and a big 
development of these lines may be 
looked for. 

Synopsis Published 

There is a great demand for copies 
of the Green bill as reamended and 
passed, as the supply of the state has 
been exhausted. Agents and employ- 
ers all over the state are seeking to 
find out just what the provisions of the 
new law are, but in most cases cannot 
do so. For this reason THE WeEsTERN 
UNDERWRITER is publishing this week a 
very full synopsis of the bill as passed, 
so that agents may be posted and be 
able to inform employers when in- 
quiries are made. 

In the meantime the liability com- 
panies are proceeding on their usual 
course and business is, if anything, bet- 
ter than it has been in the past. Poli- 
cies are being written for the usual 
annual period, but it is admitted that 
they will probably be cancelled pro 
rata on Jan. 1, although this will 
be a matter of contract with those 
which do not wish to follow the policy 
established by the standard com- 
panies. The regular companies will 
act uniformly in all matters and it is 
too early in the day to say what their 
policy will be. 

An important conference was held 
on Tuesday of this week between rep- 
resentatives of the companies and 
agents to go over the situation. A 
number of company officials from the 
east are said to be in Ohio. As yet 
no statements or announcements have 
been made by the companies or gen- 
eral agents, though it is expected that 
most of the general agents will shortly 
send out letters of instructions to 
agents as to how to proceed. 

Big Agencies Affected 

W. D. Wilson, state agent for Ohio of 
the Aetna at Cleveland, probably comes

Overwhelming Task Ahead 

The bill which has passed the Senate 
and is expected to become a law, abolish- 
ing the present state liability board of 
awards and incorporating its work with 
the proposed new industrial commission, 
will probably put out of their positions 
the present members of the state board 
and some of the employes. Whoever has 
charge of state workmen’s compensation 
in Ohio after Jan. 1 will certainly have 
his hands full. When it is considered 
that the precaiums handled will be two 
or three times the entire liability income 
of a company _like the Travelers and that 
the business has not been slowly built up 
and developed as in the case of a private 
company, but that all risks will 
promiscuousl dumped into the state 
fund, the difficulties before the new com- 
mission would seem to be almost insur- 
mountable. One at, man estimates 
that 2,500 employes will be needed by the 
bureau, although some of these may not 
be employed for their full time. 

Pear Political Machine 

In a city like Cincinnati the city will 
undoubtedly be districted and physicians 
for each section employed to pass on the 
claims. This great organization it is 
feared by those who have not great faith 
in the scheme, will constitute a great 
political organization for the present 
State administration. The state has cer- 
tainly undertaken a contract of some 


magnitude. 
The Ohio state liability board found on 
March 4, that for the first year ending 


on that date, it had been charging 48 
percent too much for compensation in- 
surance. Now it will make reductions 
“consistent with safety.” 

In the beginning, the board was al- 
lowed $158,123.38 to install the system 
and operate for a year. On March 4, it 
turned into the state treasury $49,234.22. 


SQUIRE RETURNS TO CLEVELAND 

Cleveland, Ohio, March 13—(Special)— 
Cc. B. Squire has been in Cleveland for 
some days organizing an interinsurance 
scheme by which emperors may arrange 
to carry their own insurance under the 
state plan. William E. Bonnell of Cleve- 
land is assisting him. It is probable that 
the plan will not be confined to Cleveland, 
but will take in all parts of the state. It 
is said that a number of employers have 
already subscribed to the plan. 


KANSAS AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to the Kansas workmen’s 
compensation law, as finally passed by the 
legislature and which will become a law 
when officially published, make several 
radical changes in the former measure. 
The unqualified repeal of section 2 of the 
old law, headed “Reservation of liability 
for wrong or negligence in ce nm cases,” 
pe ney out contributory negligence as a 
defense in all cases where workmen and 
employers come under the provisions of 
the law. 

AS near as can be determined the new 
amendments make it necessary for all 
suits for damages to be brought under the 
law where both employers and workmen 
come under its provisions, and practically 
applies to all cases where either party is 
under the law. The only resort likely, 
therefore, to the old factory act is where 
neither employer nor employe come under 
the provisions of the compensation law. 

Section 6 is amended to include “county 
and municipal work” in the list of em- 





ployments covered and also to provide 
that this act shall not apply to employ- 
ers or employes en ed in horticultural 
or agricultural p ts.” 

Section 8 is amended to make the act 
apply only to employers of ten or more 
workmen, permitting employers of fewer 
than ten workmen to come under 
by election. To this section is added, “and 
provided further, that this act shall apply 
to mines without regard to number of 
workmen employed.” 

Ends te 

Section 11 is amended by the addition of 

e pa aph: “Marriage of any depend- 
ent shall terminate all compensation of 
such dependent, but shall not affect com- 
pensation allowed other dependents; when 
any minor dependent, not physically or 
mentally incapable of wage earning shall 
become 18 years of age, such compensa- 
tion shall cease.” 

A further change in the time limit is 
made as follows: “No such payment for 
total or partial disability shall extend 
over a period exceeding eight years.” 

To the former definitions are added: 
“The words ‘arising out of and in the 
course of employment,’ as used in this 
act, shall not be construed to include in- 
juries to the employe occurring while he 
is on his way to assume the duties of his 
employment or after leaving such duties, 
the proximate cause of which injuries 
is not the employers’ negligence.” 


Uncertain as to Effect 


Sections 44 and 45 are so amended that 
all employers and ometoyes to whom the 
law by its terms applies are presumed to 
come under the compensation provisions 
ae they file declarations to the con- 
rary. 

The actual workings of the new law are 
expected to change the whole program of 
liability insurance in Kansas, and already 
liability men, to protect their customers, 
are preparing endorsements for all policies 
to make the insurance applicable under 
the law. However, it is too early yet to 
get a definite insight irito the workings 
of the law, and insurance men themselves 
are at something of a loss to know just 
how far its influence may be felt. But it 
is generally believed it will have a tend- 
ency to reduce the extra expense for em- 
ployers’ liability in combination policies. 


MICHIGAN HAS FEWER ACCIDENTS 

Workmen’s compensation in Michigan 
has reduced the number of industrial acci- 
dents. The high rates of insurance, in- 
veighed against by some employers, have 
induced the more general use of safety 
devices and greater care, resulting in 
fewer accidents, which in turn will bring 
about lower rates. 

The state industrial board has compiled 
the statistics of the first six months’ oper- 
ation of the law, Sept. 1 to March 1. It 
shows that the average number of fatal 
accidents has decreased from two a day 
to three in two days, or 25 percent. The 
average number of nonfatal accidents has 
decreased from 100 per day to 65, a re- 
duction of 35 percent. The reduction is 
= to safety devices and other precau- 

ons. 

As an example, one manufacturing com- 
pany found itself being held up every 
three or four weeks for the cost of a fin- 
ger nipped off by a certain machine. It 
placed a safety device on the machine and 
not a finger has been paid for since. Then 
it spent $1,000 putting similar devices on 
thirty-five other like machines. 

In Detroit, Grand Rapids, Saginaw and 
one or two other cities, the superintend- 
ents of factories have organized safety 
appliance clubs. The members read and 
discuss papers, and exchange ideas on the 
best means of protecting all sorts of ma- 
chinery. The Michigan Central railroad 
has organized an accident prevention de- 
partment, which will act as a sort of 
school of instruction to employes. 

Alien Dependents 

Another amendment to the law has been 
introduced. It provides that when an 
alien having no relatives in this country 
is killed, the nearest consul shall 
notified and asked to look up the man’s - 
relatives and collect the compensation for 
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them. This is intended to prevent ambu- 
lance-chasing lawyers stepping in and 
grabbing 25 percent. It is a consul’s duty 
to a oy such a service without charge. 
he operations of the compulsory state 
insurance law of the state of Washington, 
and an exposure of the state insurance de- 
i misrepresentations of the law, 
y J. V. Paterson, president of the Seattle 
Construction & Drydock Company, are 
being used by the Detroit liability men in 
fighting the “fourth option.” 


WOLFE IS QUESTIONED 

Actuary S. H. Wolfe of New York, is 
doubtless used to being consulted, but it 
is considered probable that he was asked 
for advice more times while in Des Moines 
one day last week than ever before in a 
similar length of time. Mr. Wolfe ar- 
rived just while insurance men, manufac- 
turers and legislators are stirred up on 
the topic of a workmen’s compensation 
act. onsequently he was besieged on 
every hand for information as soon as it 
was learned that he was in Des Moines. 
Mr. Wolfe did not hesitate to commend 
the Massachusetts plan and criticise the 
Washington bill, which he says cannot be 
successful. He declared that the German 
system will not work in this country. 

In the meantime, no action has been 
taken definitely by Iowa legislators. The 
committee in charge is rewriting the com- 
mission bill, known as the Clarkson bill. 
It seems certain that the bill will not get 
by in the form in which it was originally 
introduced because of the opposition of 
manufacturers and employers in general. 


COMPENSATION NOTES 

Efforts are to be made in the Illinois 
legislature to repeal the workmen’s com- 
pensation law and enact in its stead a law 
destroying the employers’ defenses. One 
of the Chicago members, who in times 
past has conducted some damage suits as 
attorney, has sent out an address outlin- 
ing, this course for himself. 

here is now pending before the Colo- 
rado legislature an elective state-managed 
insurance fund workmen’s compensation 
measure along the Ohio lines. t covers 
only entra hazardous employment and is 
limited to employers of ten or more work- 
men. 

Cc. H. Crownhart, chairman of the Wis- 
consin industrial commission, in a recent 
speech in Milwaukee before the conven- 
tion of the Wisconsin Ben Franklin Club, 
urged the printers of Wisconsin to form 
a mutual insurance association to protect 
themselves under the compensation law. 


GET AFTER RECALCITRANTS 


Drastic Treatment For Assured Who 
Will Not Make Necessary Im- 
provements to Prevent Ac- 
cidents 








While most of the employers are re- 
ported to show admirable willingness 
to make improvements recommended 
by liability inspectors, yet some cases 
arise in Chicago where such indiffer- 
ence to the safety of employes is mani- 
fest that liability companies are obliged 
to adopt drastic methods. 

Accordingly, at an early meeting of 
the Chicago Association of Casualty 
Underwriters, a proposition will be 
brought forward by one member to 
have all companies adopt a form of 
endorsement suspending the insurance 
in cases where assured refuses to fol- 
low inspectors’ recommendations or 
are unduly slow, also for reporting all 
such cases to all members of the as- 
sociation, so that where concellation 
is found necessary, other companies 
may be on their guard about accepting 
the risk. 

So serious does one of the prominent 
companies regard this refusal to make nec- 
essary improvements that it is considering 
the cancellation of such risks directly 
from the home office. One general agency 
in Chicago has cancelled over $10,000 in 
premiums in the past three weeks because 
of failure to correct defects, some of 
which would have subjected owners to 
prosecution if state factory inspectors, in- 
stead of liability inspectors, had discov- 
ered them. There are a few employers 
who still maintain the old attitude that 
as they are insured it is no affair of 
theirs if workmen are injured or killed. 
One such, upon being requested to make 
changes that would cost $200 or $300, 
said he would rather spend part of that 
sum to get policies with higher limits, so 
he would be fully protected. What he 
got was a cancellation, as the liability 
office concluded it could not afford to deal 
with his kind.

The Consolidated Casualty has ap- 
pointed C. Hanna, manager for 
eastern Pennsylvania with headquar- 
ters at Allentown.

WHAT COMPANIES MAY WRITE 





Treasury Department Circular of 
March 1 Shows Gain of $210,000 


in Net Writing Capacity 





The Treasury Department circular of 
March 1, showing the net liability that 
surety companies writing government 
business may assume under one bond, 
lists, exclusive of reinsurance com- 

anies, twenty-seven companies with 

6,392,525 capital; $15,595,287 net sur- 
plus and undivided profits, and $4,198,- 
781 net writing capacity on a single 
bond. These figures are based on Dec. 
31 statements. The only company 
added to the list since the November 
circular in the Chicago Bonding & 
Surety, which is given a temporary rat- 
ing of $25,000 net, based on capital 
alone, pending examination by the 
Treasury Department. 

The foregoing aggregate 
$3,000,000 in excess of that given in the 
November circular, due to increases of 
$2,500,000 by the American Surety and 
$250,000 by the Illinois Surety, and the 
addition to the list of the Chicago 
a & Surety. The aggregate sur- 
plus of the companies shows a decrease 
of $892,366. This, however, really rep- 
resents a gain of about $1,600,000 as the 
American Surety transferred $2,500,000 
from surplus to capital account during 
the last quarter of the year. The net 
writing capacity of the companies on 
one bond is increased $210,000. 

Two companies show a marked reduc- 
tion in surplus—the Pacific Coast Cas- 
ualty, $147,000, and the Southwestern 
Surety, $116,000. The American Surety’s 
surplus is reduced $1,765,000. But for 
its transfer of capital to surplus already 
mentioned, it would show a gain of 
$735,000 from Oct. 1 to Jan. 1. Compa- 
nies own a gain of $50,000 or more 
in surplus for the last quarter of the 
year are: Royal Indemnity, $204,000; 
Fidelity & Deposit, $191,000; United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty, $189,000; Na- 
tional Surety, $144,000; American Bond- 
ing, $183,000; Casualty Company of 
America and Fidelity & Casualty, each

DEPARTMENT NOT SATISFIED 


Statement of Business Men’s Accident 
of Kansas City—Uncollected As- 
sessments Big Item 








Topeka, Kan., March 10.—(Special.) 
—Admittedly unsatisfied with the state- 
ment filed by the Business Men’s Acci- 
dent Association of Kansas City, Mo., 
filed as of Jan. 1, 1913, the Kansas 
department is reviewing the statement 
carefully and will make further in- 
quiries. 

The statement, it is pointed out, 
shows that the association has only 
about $14,000 in high class assets to 
offset liabilities in the aggregate of 
$35,000. The balance of the items 
classed under the head of “admitted 
assets” include mortuary assessments 
due and unpaid and an assessment on 
the net membership, neither of which 
would be recognized by the Kansas de- 
partment. 

The association has been under sur- 
veillance by the department for a year 
now, several supplemental reports hav- 
ing been demanded. The department 
is not yet satisfied with the showing 
made, although it is somewhat of an 
improvement upon the condition six 
months ago.

NEW BIG BENEFIT POLICIES 





Preferred Accident Issues 1913 Specials 
With Accumulations From Start 
and $37.50 Weekly Indemnity 





Policies with full accumulations on 
the principal sums and weekly in- 
demnity of $37.50, known as “1913 
Specials,” have been issued by the Pre- 
ferred Accident. The contracts are 
virtually the same as the regular pre- 
ferred policies but the amounts payable 
are larger and the premium for the 
accident contract is $30 and for the 
disability contract, $75 between the 
ages of 25 and 50, and $90 between 
the ages of 51 and 55. The amount 
payable for accidental death or dis- 
memberment is $7,500, for either leg 
or arm $3,000, for a hand, foot or 
eye $2,500. The weekly benefit for 
total disability is $37.50, payable for an 
unlimited period, and for partial dis- 
ability $15 for 26 weeks. These amounts 
and indemnities are doubled for travel, 
burning or collapsing building, elevator 
and lightning accidents. Weekly in- 
demnity for life may be taken in lieu 
of the dismemberment benefit when 
disability results from the loss of two 
limbs or the sight of both eyes. The 
disability policy covers the same as the 
accident contract with health indemni- 
ties added. For house confinement 
the indemnity is $37.50 and for total 
disability following such confinement 
$18.75, with 52 weeks as the limit of 
time such indemnity is payable. For 
total disability beyond 52 weeks of 
house confinement the weekly in- 
wT is $9.37 for a period without 
imit. 





Mrs. Rawn Wins First Suit 

Mrs. Florence W. Rawn, widow of 
Ira G. Rawn, late president of the 
Monon railroad, has won the first suit 
on the accident policies carried by Mr. 
Rawn, who was found shot to death in 
his home in Winnetka, IIl., just after 
he had been summoned to give testi- 
mony in regard to frauds against the 
Illinois Central railroad. A jury at St. 
Louis, Mo., found a verdict in favor of 
Mrs. Rawn for $15,561 on a Policy 
which with accumulations amounted 
to $14,000. It was in the Pacific Mu- 
tual Life.

After this was done, the de- 
partment at Springfield issued author- 
ity for the company to transact busi- 
ness.

pany. ‘Whether it will continue to op- 
erate under its old charter or whether 
it will adopt the new charter recently 
secured by the same people and in the 
name of the Georgia Casualty has not 
been decided, but it is positively stated 
that the surplus of the Georgia will be 
materially strengthened. 





Doubt as to Bill’s Effect 


Iowa liability men are somewhat con- 
fused as to a provision in the Hunt 
bill now pending before the Iowa legis- 
lature prohibiting discrimination and 
rebating in the writing of fire insur- 
ance. The Hunt bill has been reported 
for passage and it is generally under- 
stood that in view of the favor it has 
found, the bill drawn by Assistant At- 
torney-General Sampson directed at 
the same end will not be introduced. 
The Hunt bill in prohibiting rebating 





and discrimination in fire insurance 
risks contains a clause making the 
same provisions apply to “other cas- 
ualty insurance.” 

And it is this clause which has the 
liability men going. Two years ago 
the legislature adopted a measure which 
it was commonly supposed prohibited 
rebating and discrimination in casualty 
business. However, a few weeks ago 
Insurance Commissioner Byrkit held 
that this law did not apply to liability 
insurance. Now the liability men are 
wondering whether the clause “and 
other casualty insurance” is likewise 
to be construed or whether liability in- 





surance is casualty business in the 
opinion of the legislators. 
LEGALIZES THE INSURANCE 





Kansas Passes Law Expected to Cause 
a Swarm of _ Concerns to 
tart 





With comparatively little opposition 
the senate bill legalizing reciprocal and 
interinsurance exchanges, pending be- 
fore the Kansas house of representa- 
tives, was passed, providing a certain 
amount of supervision for such ex- 
changes by the superintendent of the 
insurance department. Those who 
were opposed to the bill, having other 
measures in which they seemed to be 
more interested, took little interest in 
the fight on the reciprocal bill, and the 
final vote showed a big majority in 
favor of the bill. 


The legalization of reciprocal insurance 
opens a new era in Kansas liability cir- 
cles, and is believed likely to result in 
many changes in the field. Even before 
the roll call on which the bill was passed 
in the house, several prominent liability 
men were being talked of as managers of 
new interinsurance exchanges, and several 
Such are expected to be organized and be- 
gin business in the next few months— 
perhaps even sooner. 

That these exchanges will do a good 
business for a few years is the judg- 
ment of liability men who have been 
studying the situation, but it is believed 
that their life will be comparatively 
short. 

The bill is the same as a draft adopted 
by the subcommittee of the insurance 


‘commissioners at the adjourned meeting 


at New York, and met the approval of 
the Kansas insurance department. No 
sort of a fight was made by members of 
the house when the 


measure came up 
for consideration. 





More Workmen’s Insurance 


A special cablegram to the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat from Berlin says: 


“An increase in expenditure aggregat- 
ing $18,750,000 and chargeable to the eet 
of production, at a time when the enor- 
mous rise in the price of foodstuffs has 
necessitated a general increase in wages 
nd consequently a material reduction in 
profits in spite of greater output, while 
the strugsts for trade in the foreign 
markets is becoming increasingly severe 
—this is the outlook which confronted the 
German manufacturer at the beginning of 
the year 1913. For the above sum repre- 
sents the burden to be borne by all em- 
ployers of ‘higher grade employes’ follow- 
ing the introduction on Jan. 1, 1913, of 
the new law on the compulsory insurance 
of employes earning up to $1,250 per 
annum. 

“This new measure, the cost of which 
will be borne of by the employers 
and employes in equal shares, is designed 
to provide employes with a pension on 
attaining the age of 65, or before reaching 
pa  9 age in the event of incapacity for 
work. 

“Every employe, male or female, whose 
work is not solely of a manual or me- 
chanical nature, over 16 years of age, and 
whose salary is under $1,250 per annum, 
must be insured. The monthly contribu- 
tions to be paid are on a sliding scale, 
according to the employe’s salary, but it 
is the duty of the employer to see that 
the contributions are duly paid every 
month.” 

A cable from The Hague says the sec- 
ond chamber of the Netherlands parlia- 
ment on Saturday adopted a bill providing 
compulsory old age and sickness insur- 
ance for workingmen.

Kansas Penalty on Claims 

Legislation which puts a further pen- 
alty on insurance companies that re- 
sist claims, has been passed by the 
Kansas legislature. The measure in 
question provides that a “reasonable 
sum” for attorneys’ fees shall be added 
to judgments secured where such judg- 
ments exceed the amount offered in 
settlement by insurance companies.

RATES TROUBLE EASTERNERS 

Special Meeting Promises Some 

Changes and Possibly Some Very 
Radical Action—Will 





Rates will be thoroughly thrashed out 
at a meeting of the Automobile Under- 
writers Conference in New York 
Thursday of this week. Some changes 
will be made in the schedule adopted 
last December. There is a possibility 
of some very radical changes being 
proposed and possibly adopted. What- 
ever is done will be binding in the east 
and west as the western conference, 
under the present status of the agree- 
ment is scheduled to follow the east- 
ern conference in rates after tomor- 
row’s meeting. 


The new schedule was put through a 
few months ago much to the surprise of 
many members and in spite of very 
strenuous objections from some quarters. 
Its purpose was to reduce rates on new. 
high priced cars and raise them on old 
and low priced machines. However, the 
schedule has not worked out to entire 
satisfaction and some imperfections in 
the system have been brought to light 
in its use. To meet these conditions the 
rate committee has prepared a number 
of recommendations and these are to be 
presented at the special meeting. 

Reports of opposition to the whole 
schedule are rife and there is a chance 
that there may be something doing. It is 
proposed by some that the rates now in 
use throughout the west be adopted and 
the whole new schedule be thrown in the 
discard. The principal argument for such 
action is that results under the new sys- 
tem are not materially different from re- 
sults under the western plan and that the 
new system is so complicated and confus- 
ing that it is causing no end of ency 
troubles. The business of automobile in- 
surance is new to the agency forces of 
the country and simplicity is an end to 
be desired. With the business sufferin 
from growing pains some companies fee 
that they cannot afford to have any com- 
plicated system of rating interjected at 
this time.

IOWA TAX MEASURES UP 

Two measures designed to affect the 
taxes paid in Iowa by insurance com- 
panies have appeared in the Iowa legis- 
lature. One is a clause in the bill offered 
by the tax revision commission, named 
at the legislature two years ago to in- 
vestigate taxes in Iowa and report at the 
present session. This clause provides that 
insurance companies of other states shal! 
pay a 2% percent tax on gross premiums 
as at present while state and county con- 
cerns shall pay 1 percent. The other bill 
was introduced by Senator Webber. It 
provides that Iowa companies shall be 
exempt from payment of taxes on pre- 
miums written in the state, that com- 
panies of foreign counties shall have 
taxes on gross premiums reduced from 
3% to 2% percent and that companies in 
other states than Iowa shall pay 2% per- 
cent, as at present. 





STATE INSTITUTIONS BURN 

It has been definitely ascertained by 
State Fire Marshal Inglish of Texas that 
the fire at the Rusk penitentiary incurring 
a loss of $118,00 was of incendiary origin. 
These fires occurring in state institutions 
are growing alarmingly numerous, there 
being three in the last year. The state 
institutions have no adequate fire protec- 
tion. “The blind institute buildings are 
undoubtedly the worst fire traps in the 
state,” declares F. G. Reynolds, member

This is par- 
ticularly true of bills introduced to kill 
the state insurance board law.

cooperative or reciprocal fire insurance 
concerns, These organizations have been 
operating in Texas for a number of years 
without hindrance. When inquiries or 
complaints were filed in the department 
as to their actions, the uniform reply was: 
“We nave no jurisdiction; there is no law 
regulating them.” 7 





RECEIVER FOR DEPOSIT 

Atlanta, Ga. March 12—(Special)— 
Robert N. Hughs of Hughs & Yates, At- 
lanta, general agents for the American 
Union Fire in Georgia, has been appointed 
receiver for that company’s $10,000 de- 
posit. It is believed that several surety 
companies will feel this failure, for it is 
licensed in a number of states where 
bonds are permitted in lieu of deposits. 





WORSE THAN IN RUSSIA 

New York, March 12—(Special)—An 
open letter to Deputy James J. Hoey of 
the New York insurance department from 
A. G. Hall, as a citizen, characterizes the 
question blank prepared by the New York 
department for brokers desiring licenses 
as “the most unprecedented and amazing 
example of lengths to which attempted 
bureaucracy goes in this land.” He con- 
tinues: “This has got the Russian spy 
system beaten a mile. There must be 
some limit beyond which official assump- 
tion of autocracy cannot go. The exces- 
sive use of official power has its most 
extreme and hitherto unheard of mani- 
festation in the issue of this extraordi- 
nary demand.” Mr. Hall points out that 
the information demanded might be used 
by evil officials for evil purposes in a 
powerful manner, and says that if such 
investigation is not protested the time 
will come when no private business will 
be free from prying officials. The letter 
was received by Hoey this afternoon. 





BRIBERY IS CHARGED 

New York, March 12.—(Special)—Au- 
gustin V. Foley, an insurance solicitor for 
a Brooklyn re insurance agency, last 
night pleaded guilty to an attempt to 
bribe an employe of Alfred M. Best to 
furnish the list of subscribers to Best’s 
reporting service. Mr. Foley’s story says 
that Robert R. Tuttle, of Tuttle, Wight- 
man & Dudley, of Washington, D. C., was 
the instigator of the attempt at bribery 
in connection with the controversy be- 
tween Mr. Best and the First National and 
Commercial of Washington. Mr. Best 
gives out a statement which says that 
Foley confesses that one R. W. Power, 
who said he was the confidential secre- 
tary of Robert Tuttle, agreed to pay Foley 
a large sum of money for the list and 
also to make Foley general agent for the 
First National Fire and also for the 
underwriters’ policy to be guaranteed by 
the First National and Commercial. Later 
Foley saw this agreement could not be 
carried out and decided to drop the mat- 
ter. The Burns Detective Agency is also 
implicated. Facts are being given to Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman by W. O. Badger, 
Jr., counsel for Mr. Best.

CAUSES OF GARAGE FIRES 

New York, March 12—(Special)—A 
special report on garage fires, issued by 
Superintendent F. J. T. Stewart, of the 
New York Board of Fire Underwriters, 
shows that back fire into carburetors was 
chief among the known causes of 206 
garage fires. He considered that the 
promiscuous use of gasolene for cleaning 
purposes came next. 





PITTSBURGH FIRE DEPARTMENT 

New York, March 12—(Special)—The 
report of the National Board committee 
on fire prevention on the Pittsburgh fire 
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department says it is inadvisable to re- 
duce the number of companies in the 
congested value district and suggests 
changes in the running schedule and re- 
moval of stations, subject to inundations 
by flood, to higher ground. It also ad- 
vocates the motorizing of apparatus so 
as to permit the use of larger engines and 
thus increase the pumping capacity. 





AIM OF DEPARTMENT 

New York, March 12—(Special)—The 
third annual meeting and dinner of the 
Brooklyn Underwriters’ Association was 
held at the Hotel Bossert tonight. About 
one hundred were in attendance. The 
speakers were James J. Hoey, deputy in- 
surance superintendent of New York, who 
defended the workmen's compensation bill 
prepared by the department and said that 
all methods of insurance were covered by 
that bill, “because every employer has 
the right to the fullest opportunity of 
getting his insurance wherever he can 
get the best at the lowest rates.” Refer- 
ring to the work of the department, he 
said that he wanted every member of 
the association to feel that the depart- 
ment is not seeking to interfere, notwith- 
standing the fact that some could see 
only an unwarranted intrusion. He said 
the department desired to eliminate the 
unworthy from the business and to assist 
the worthy to bring the business up to 
a higher plane. Richard Deming, vice- 
president of the American Surety, also 
made a short address, in which he gave 
the association credit for accomplishing 
many reforms in Brooklyn. James 
Barry, assistant secretary of the Metro- 
politan Life, made one of his character- 
istic speeches.
